To  the  Members  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1935  : 

Under  the  provisions  of  C.  S.  Ill,  5403(1)  and  of  Chapter  248, 
Public  Laws  of  1929,  and  in  compliance  therewith,  I  am  submitting 
the  Report  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  for  the 
biennium  ending  June  thirtieth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty- 
four. 

In  Chapter  I  will  be  found  a  general  view  of  the  public  school  situa- 
tion, and  a  few  recommendations  which  I  am  making  concerning  their 
improvement.  Chapter  II  gives  a  statistical  review  of  the  public  schools 
for  the  State  as  a  whole.  These  summaries  indicate  in  a  very  clear  way 
that  the  public  schools  are  improving  year  by  year.  Chapter  III  is 
devoted  to  the  field  of  vocational  education  and  the  progress  that  has 
been  made  since  its  beginning. 

I  believe  you  will  be  pleased  with  the  progress  that  has  been  made 
during  the  biennium  covered  by  this  report  in  spite  of  the  trying  times 
in  which  we  have  passed  through. 

I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  memorial  tribute  to  my  predecessor, 
Dr.  A.  T.  Allen.  You  will  recall  that  I  was  appointed  by  your  excel- 
lency on  October  24,  1934,  to  fill  out  his  unexpired  ^rm  and  was  in 
office  less  than  a  year  of  the  period  covered  by  this  report.

IS  early  education  was  obtained  at  the  Morganton  and 
Vashti  Academies,  Burke  County.  He  graduated 
from  the  University  of  North  Carolina  in  1897  with 
the  Ph.B.  degree.  At  the  University  he  was  an  honor 
student  and  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  He  at- 
tended summer  sessions  of  the  Universities  of  North 
Carolina  and  Tennessee,  and  the  1922  winter  session  of  Colum- 
bia University.  In  1921  Elon  College  conferred  upon  him  the 
degree  of  D.C.L.,  and  in  1927  he  was  the  recipient  of  the  LL.D. 
degree  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina. 

Before  becoming  State  Superintendent  Dr.  Allen  occupied 
several  administrative  positions  in  the  public  schools  of  the 
State.  He  was  principal  of  the  Statesville  high  school  from 
1897  to  1904,  the  Washington  high  school  during  1904-1905, 
and  the  Dilworth  school  in  Charlotte  from  1906  to  1907.  In 
1907  he  became  superintendent  of  the  Graham  city  schools, 
where  he  remained  until  1910,  when  he  became  superintendent 
of  the  Salisbury  city  schools.  He  continued  as  superintendent 
at  Salisbury  until  1917,  when  he  came  to  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Instruction  as  secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers and  Institute  Conductors.  When  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction  was  reorganized  on  April  1,  1921,  he  became 
the  first  Director  of  the  Division  of  Teacher  Training.  Dr. 
Allen  always  took  a  leading  part  in  the  activities  of  the  teachers' 
organization.  He  was  President  of  the  North  Carolina  Teach- 
ers' Assembly,  as  it  was  entitled  then,  during  the  school  year 
1916-1917;  and  its  secretary  from  1918  to  1922,  when  a  full- 
time  secretary  was  elected.  In  the  spring  of  1923  Dr.  Allen 
was  elected  President  of  the  Cullowhee  State  Normal,  now 
Western  Carolina  Teachers'  College,  and  was  to  have  assumed 
his  duties  on  July  1,  1923.  In  the  meantime,  Dr.  E.  C.  Brooks 
resigned  as  State  Superintendent  to  become  President  of  the 
North  Carolina  State  College,  Raleigh,  and  Governor  Cameron 


Morrison  appointed  Dr.  Allen  to  succeed  him.  He  took  the 
oath  of  office  as  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
on  June  11,  1923. 

During  the  administration  of  A.  T.  Allen  as  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction,  the  public  schools  passed  through 
a  period  of  very  rapid  growth.  The  enrollment  increased  from 
775,000  to  900,000,  the  number  of  pupils  transported  at  public 
expense  from  31,544  to  250,000,  the  high  school  enrollment  from 
50,000  to  150,000,  the  number  of  high  school  graduates  from 
6,000  to  20,000,  the  number  of  consolidated  rural  schools  from 
500  to  1,000,  the  value  of  school  property  from  $50,000,000  to 
$100,000,000,  and  the  average  training  of  teachers  more  than 
two  scholastic  years.  These  facts  indicate  objectively  the 
growth  in  public  education  during  this  period. 

At  the  very  beginning  of  his  administration  as  Superintend- 
ent, Dr.  Allen  advocated  a  broader  educational  opportunity  for 
the  childhood  of  the  State.  In  his  first  report  to  the  Governor 
in  the  fall  of  1924,  he  set  forth  certain  lines  along  which  it 
seemed  to  him  the  educational  system  should  grow.  Specifi- 
cally, the  lines  along  which  he  made  recommendations  were : 

(a)  An  educational  system  that  would  include  all  the  chil- 

dren in  its  scheme. 

(b)  An  eight  months  school  term  as  the  minimum  standard. 

(c)  A  larger  type  of  school  for  the  rural  children  of  the 

State. 

(d)  An  improvement  in  the  training  of  the  teaching  per- 

sonnel. 

(e)  An  adequate  school  building  in  reach  of  every  child. 

During  his  administration,  Dr.  Allen  saw  remarkable  im- 
provement in  each  of  these  phases  of  the  educational  system. 
Some  evidences  of  the  progress  made  during  this  period  include 
the  following: 

1.  The  emphasis  given  to  the  provision  of  better  elementary 

schools  for  the  rural  children  of  the  State. 

2.  The  revision  of  the  curriculum  from  time  to  time  to  fit 

the  needs  of  the  children. 

3.  The  improvement  in  the  training  of  teachers. 

4.  The  provision  by  the  General  Assembly  of   1933   for   a 

State-wide  eight  months  school  term. 

Dr.  Allen  believed  in  and  labored  unceasingly  for  an  enlarged 
educational   opportunity   for   all   children   of   the   State.     His 


philosophy  of  education  included  the  whole  of  life,  not  mere 
segments.  His  belief  in  the  provision  by  the  State  of  a  greater 
educational  opportunity  for  its  children  is  prophetically 
summed  up  in  his  1926  report  when  he  said: 

"I  believe  the  time  is  close  at  hand  in  North  Carolina  when 
the  mere  accident  of  birth  and  dwelling-place  will  not  longer 
fix  the  educational  opportunities  of  childhood,  but  that  this 
great  State  of  ours,  exercising  its  giant's  strength,  will  reach 
out  into  the  remotest  boundaries,  from  the  mountains  yonder 
in  Tennessee  to  the  lowlands  down  at  the  Atlantic,  and  extend 
to  every  child  born  under  our  flag,  in  whatever  economic  con- 
dition, in  whatever  social  station,  an  unhindered  chance  to  grow 
and  bid  him  drink  freely  of  the  water  of  life  provided  for  him 
in  abundance  by  a  great  and  generous  people." 


CHAPTER  I 


REVIEW  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

HISTORICAL  BACKGROUND 

Early  beginnings.  As  a  sort  of  background  for  this  chapter  I  wish  to 
review  very  briefly  the  history  of  State  aid  as  it  applies  to  public  educa- 
tion. It  will  be  remembered  that  the  aid  given  by  the  Literary  Fund 
created  in  18  25  was  in  reality  a  stimulating  fund  distributed  on  the  basis 
of  $40.00  for  each  $20.00  raised  by  local  district  taxation.  This  method 
of  school  support  was  followed  until  the  Literary  Fund  was  dissipated  by 
the  War  Between  the  States.  During  the  period  following  the  War 
efforts  were  made  at  each  session  of  the  Legislature  to  reestablish  the 
public  school  system,  and  provide  for  its  support. 

First,  in  1868-69,  a  law  was  enacted,  chapter  184,  authorizing  county 
commissioners  to  levy  a  tax  on  any  township  at  the  same  time  the  regular 
county  taxes  were  levied  in  case  the  township  failed  to  provide  a  four 
months  term.  In  Township  No.  3,  Craven  County,  the  county  commis- 
sioners attempted  to  levy  the  tax  when  the  committee  had  furnished  an 
estimate  of  the  necessary  expenses  to  operate  the  schools  for  four  months, 
whereupon  several  taxpayers  brought  action  to  restrain  them  from  col- 
lecting the  tax.  The  Superior  Court  decided  against  these  citizens  and 
the  case  was  carried  to  the  Supreme  Court  where  the  decision  of  the  lower 
court  was  reversed. 

In  1876,  under  the  new  Constitution,  the  county  commissioners  were 
charged  with  the  financial  responsibility  of  maintaining  the  public  schools. 
A  maximum  levy  of  66  2-3  cents  property  tax  and  a  $2.00  poll  tax  could 
be  levied.  Funds  from  these  sources  plus  a  small  income  from  the 
permanent  school  fund  were  the  main  sources  of  school  support.  In  most 
cases  these  funds  were  insufficient  to  maintain  the  four  months  term 
required  under  the  Constitution.  In  an  effort  to  remedy  this  situation, 
an  act  was  passed  in  1877,  chapter  234,  giving  townships  having  within 
their  limits  cities  of  five  thousand  inhabitants  permission,  with  the  favor- 
able vote  of  the  people,  to  levy  taxes  for  the  support  of  public  graded 
schools.  Evidently  this  law  was  effective  for  there  is  no  record  of  an 
exception  being  taken  to  the  courts. 

When,  however,  a  similar  law,  chapter  174,  was  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  188  5  giving  the  county  commissioners  authority  to  exceed 
the  66  2-3  cents  limitation  of  the  Constitution  and  the  commissioners  of 
Sampson  County  attempted  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  under  this  authority, 
the  act  was  held  unconstitutional  by  the  Supreme  Court.  In  so  far  as  the 
schools  outside  of  townships  having  cities  of  five  thousand  or  more 
inhabitants  were  concerned,  therefore,  there  was  not  sufficient  financial 
support  for  their  operation  uniformly  for  the  four  months  term.  In 
other  words,  as  a  result  of  the  court's  decision  a  uniform  tax  rate  and  an 
irregular  school  term  was  set  up  for  these  schools. 

State  Aid.  In  an  effort  to  correct  this  inequality  in  school  term  the 
Legislature  of  1899  made  an  appropriation  of  $100,000  to  be  distributed 
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to  the  counties  on  the  basis  of  school  population.  This  appropriation 
marks  the  beginning  of  State  support  in  the  form  of  a  direct  legislative 
grant  from  the  general  treasury.  It  was  soon  seen,  however,  that  this 
appropriation  as  distributed  did  not  remedy  the  situation  with  reference 
to  an  uneven  term.  The  Legislature  of  1901,  therefore,  not  only  appro- 
priated $100,000  to  be  distributed  on  a  per  capita  basis,  but  also  granted 
a  second  $100,000  to  be  known  as  an  Equalizing  Fund  to  be  so  distributed 
as  to  extend  the  school  term,  as  nearly  as  might  be,  to  the  four  months 
specified  in  the  Constitution.  This  act  of  the  Legislature  introduced  a 
new  principle  of  public  school  support,  one  which  was  followed  with  in- 
creasing appropriations  until  19  31  when  the  Legislature  assumed  the 
responsibility  of  financing  the  current  operation  of  the  six  months  school 
term  on  the  basis  of  State  standards  of  cost.  This  principle  for  the  two 
months  extended  term  was  continued  for  another  two  years,  when 
responsibility  for  an  eight  months  term  on  State  standards  was  assumed. 

Local  support.  The  efforts  made  by  local  units,  districts,  townships, 
cities  and  towns,  and  counties,  have  played  a  very  large  part  in  the 
support  and  development  of  the  public  school  system  of  North  Carolina. 
It  has  been  pointed  out  how  in  the  very  beginning  of  the  establishment 
of  public  schools  the  Literary  Fund  was  distributed.  It  was  also  pointed 
out  how  the  efforts  of  county  commissioners  were  frustrated  in  regard  to 
the  levy  of  a  township  tax  and  a  countywide  tax  for  the  purpose  of  operat- 
ing the  schools  for  a  four  months  term  by  the  court  decisions  of  1870 
and  1885. 

In  1901  another  attempt  was  made  to  give  local  authorities  the  power 
to  levy  taxes  for  schools.  Under  this  law  (chapter  4)  special  districts, 
cities  and  towns,  and  counties  as  a  whole  were  given  permission  to  vote 
taxes  if  the  yield  from  taxes  levied  under  the  Constitution  were  not  suf- 
ficient to  maintain  one  or  more  schools  in  each  district  for  a  period  of 
four  months.  In  1905  this  provision  was  extended  to  include  high  schools. 
Under  authority  of  these  laws  and  under  the  leadership  of  Governor 
Charles  B.  Aycock  and  others,  local  tax  elections  were  held  in  all  parts 
of  the  State.  The  State  continued  its  appropriation  of  $100,000  as  an 
Equalizing  Fund,  and  in  1907  made  an  additional  appropriation  of  $45,000 
to  assist  in  the  establishment  of  public  high  schools.  It  appeared  that 
the  State  had  hit  upon  a  plan,  that  of  dual  support,  which  would  really 
develop  a  system  of  public  education. 

Before  this  campaign  for  better  schools  had  proceeded  very  far,  how- 
ever, a  taxpayer  in  Franklin  County  resisted  the  levy  made  by  the  county 
commissioners  and  the  case,  identical  to  the  one  in  1885,  came  before 
the  Supreme  Court.  This  time  the  court  reversed  the  opinion  rendered 
22  years  before,  holding  that  the  act  of  the  Legislature  authorizing  the 
commissioners  to  levy  a  tax  beyond  the  66  2-3  cents  limitation  was 
obligatory  and  a  four  months  term  specified  in  the  Constitution  must 
be  provided. 

Dual  support.  This  decision  had  the  effect  of  setting  up  a  uniform 
school  term  but  making  the  tax  rates  unequal,  the  exact  reverse  of  the 
former  decision.     Not  only  was  this  true  but  as  taxable  property  values 
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changed  so  rapidly  by  the  increased  industrial  expansion,  the  rates  varied 
very  widely  from  county  to  county.  Simultaneous  with  this  increase  in 
wealth  came  the  demand  for  better  school  facilities,  which  increased  the 
costs.  There  resulted,  therefore,  a  State  system  of  schools  in  which  the 
best  schools  were  associated  as  a  rule  with  the  lower  tax  rates  and  the 
poorer  schools  with  less  wealth  and  consequently  higher  tax  rates. 

In  an  effort  to  remedy  this  situation,  each  succeeding  Legislature  in- 
creased the  amount  of  the  Equalizing  Fund.  Due  to  the  expansion  of 
the  school  program  and  the  increased  costs  resulting  therefrom,  however, 
this  increase  in  State  funds  appeared  to  have  no  effect  on  the  tax  rates. 
Due  to  extension  of  the  Constitutional  term  from  four  to  six  months,  to 
the  employment  of  a  higher  trained  teaching  personnel  at  higher  salaries, 
and  to  the  provision  for  better  school  facilities  including  high  schools 
within  the  reach  of  every  child,  school  costs  were  multiplied  approximately 
by  three  during  the  period  from  1920  to  1930.  Taxes  were  also  easy  to 
vote,  and  as  a  result  nearly  three-fourths  of  the  State  had  provided  at 
least  an  eight  months  school  term  by  voting  local  taxes  for  the  extra  two 
months. 

The  situation  in  1929.  Long  before  the  1929  Legislature  assembled 
in  Raleigh  complaints  about  "high  taxes"  had  become  widespread  over  the 
State.  Property  values  were  already  rapidly  decreasing,  and  many  of  the 
districts  had  defaulted  in  their  debt  service  obligations.  By  1929  it  was 
found  that  many  districts  could  not  operate  their  schools  for  the  two 
months  beyond  the  Constitutional  six  months  term.  The  Legislature  of 
1929  took  cognizance  of  this  situation  by  making  an  appropriation  of 
$1,250,000  as  an  aid  in  the  support  of  this  extended  term.  This  appro- 
priation saved  the  situation  in  that  it  kept  the  doors  of  the  rural  high 
schools  open  for  the  full  eight  months  term.  It  also  indicated  that  the 
State  had  assumed  some  financial  responsibility  for  the  operation  of 
schools  beyond  the  Constitutional  term. 

The  1931  Legislature.  The  General  Assembly  of  19  31  faced  a  much 
more  difficult  situation  than  that  faced  by  the  1929  body.  Although  the 
Legislature  of  19  29  had  made  an  effort  to  decrease  the  cost  of  public 
education,  it  had  been  successful  only  in  halting  it  to  some  extent. 
Therefore,  in  19  31,  due  to  the  fact  that  local  taxes  could  not  be  collected 
and  teachers  and  other  employees  in  many  instances  were  unpaid  for  a 
part  of  their  services,  complaints  against  high  costs  of  education  and 
high  taxes  were  even  more  pronounced  than  they  were  in  1929.  The 
operation  of  the  schools,  as  has  been  stated,  was  largely  dependent  upon 
property  taxes,  local  and  county,  and  during  the  two-year  period  from 
1929  to  1931,  land  values  had  continued  their  descent.  This  situation 
naturally  brought  forth  candidates  for  the  General  Assembly,  who  not 
only  were  in  favor  of  reducing  taxes  on  such  property,  but  who  were 
also  ready  to  lay  the  axe  severely  to  public  education,  some  even  advo- 
cating the  closing  of  the  schools  for  a  year  or  two. 

In  order  to  relieve  the  local  situation  throughout  the  State  and  thus 
reduce  ad  valorem  taxes,  the  idea  of  the  State  supporting  the  Constitu- 
tional six  months  term  was  brought  forward.     This  meant,  of  course,  that 
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a  larger  appropriation  must  be  made  from  State  funds.  The  legislative 
battle  of  that  year  was  fought  over  the  question  of  whether  this  support 
of  the  six  months  school  term  should  all  be  from  indirect  sources  or 
should  be  partly  derived  from  ad  valorem  taxes.  The  final  action  taken 
was  in  this  form:  (1)  The  budget  for  operating  the  six  months  school 
term  was  restricted  greatly  to  conform  to  available  funds,  (2)  the  annual 
appropriation  for  operating  the  six  months  schools  was  increased  from 
$5,250,000  to  $15,850,000,  (3)  a  15  cents  statewide  property  tax  was 
levied,  and  (4)  the  appropriation  for  aiding  in  the  operation  of  the  two 
months  extended  term  was  increased  from  $1,250,000  to  $1,500,000 
annually. 

This  action  by  the  General  Assembly  marked  the  beginning  of  a  new 
principle  of  school  support  in  North  Carolina.  Prior  to  this  time,  as  has 
been  pointed  out,  the  local  school  authorities  had  been  clothed  with  the 
responsibility  of  financing  the  public  schools.  The  General  Assembly  by 
its  action  in  19  31  not  only  assumed  financial  responsibility  for  the  current 
operation  on  State  standards  of  cost  of  the  six  months  Constitutional 
term,  but  continued  that  principle  begun  by  its  predecessor  by  enlarging 
the  appropriation  for  the  extended  term. 

The  Legislature  of  1933.  The  operation  of  the  six  months  school  term 
on  the  basis  of  dual  support  had  not  been  satisfactory,  even  though  the 
funds  had  been  administered  as  well  as  could  have  been  done.  The 
operation  of  the  term  beyond  six  months  had  also  proven  very  difficult. 
The  tax  reduction  fund  was  and  had  to  be  distributed  on  a  district  basis. 
Funds  from  this  source  plus  local  district  taxes,  if  and  when  collected, 
served  as  the  basis  of  support  of  the  schools  which  were  operated  beyond 
the  six  months  term  supported  by  the  State.  Districts  which  had  not 
voted  local  taxes  could  not  participate  in  such  funds.  Property  valuations 
had  been  so  reduced  that  it  was  almost  impossible  to  administer  the 
schools  in  those  districts  that  had  voted  local  taxes  upon  themselves. 
Sufficient  local  money  could  not  be  raised  to  indicate  that  the  district 
would  have  its  part  of  the  money  necessary  to  operate  the  schools  when 
the  State  made  its  appropriation  in  the  three-fourths  of  the  State  where 
taxes  had  been  voted.  In  the  other  one-fourth  of  the  State  the  schools 
were  operated  only  for  the  six  months  term  as  financed  from  State  funds. 
In  such  a  situation  it  was  not  only  impractical  to  administer  the  schools 
either  from  a  financial  or  educational  point  of  view,  but  from  a  State 
point  of  view  it  was  manifestly  unfair. 

The  effects  of  this  situation  took  several  forms  in  the  minds  of  the 
people.  The  "cry"  for  a  reduction  in  all  expenditures  had  grown  to  be 
tremendous  in  volume.  The  schools  did  not  and  could  not  escape  criti- 
cism. Many  candidates  for  the  Legislature  made  their  campaigns  on  a 
platform  for  further  reducing  school  expenditures  and  many  were  pledged 
to  this  end.  When  the  appropriation  for  public  schools  came  up  for  con- 
sideration in  1933,  therefore,  there  were  several  points  of  view  expressed: 
some  would  suspend  the  schools  altogether  for  a  year  or  two;  others 
proposed  that  the  term  be  limited  to  six  months  uniformly  throughout  the 
State;  and  others  suggested  that  an  eight  months  term  be  set  up.  Happily 
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this  latter  view  prevailed,  and  as  a  result  an  eight  months  term  supported 
largely  from  State  funds  on  State  standards  of  cost  became  a  reality 
effective  with  the  school  year  1933-34.  This  action  of  the  General 
Assembly  made  this  the  first  State  in  the  Union  to  guarantee  a  minimum 
educational  opportunity  of  a  160-day  term  without  resort  to  ad  valorem 
taxes  and  largely  from  the  general  treasury  of  the  State. 

How  it  was  done.  It  must  be  remembered  that  in  19  31  as  a  last  resort 
a  15c  State  property  tax  levy  was  made  in  an  attempt  to  balance  the  State 
Budget.  It  was  understood  that  this  tax  was  to  be  levied  for  only  two 
years,  and  that  the  General  Assembly  of  19  33  would  eliminate  it.  The 
Democratic  party  had  written  this  promise  into  its  platform,  and  Governor 
Gardner  as  well  as  the  majority  of  the  members-elect  of  the  General 
Assembly  had  pledged  their  efforts  in  behalf  of  its  elimination.  There 
was  no  argument  on  this  point,  therefore. 

The  late  Dr.  A.  T.  Allen,  my  predecessor  in  office,  sensed  the  difficulty 
that  would  be  encountered  by  the  members  of  the  Legislature  in  finding 
money  by  which  the  schools  would  be  kept  open.  In  his  first  report,  to 
the  General  Assembly  of  1925,  he  pointed  out  that  "a  longer  school  term 
is  the  most  imperative  need"  and  that  "the  question  of  financial  support 
is  the  greatest  obstacle  in  the  way."  In  his  report  to  the  General 
Assembly  of  1927  he  advocated  a  minimum  school  term  of  eight  months 
for  every  child  "from  the  mountains  yonder  in  Tennessee  to  the  lowlands 
down  at  the  Atlantic."  To  the  General  Assembly  of  1929  he  gave  the 
advantages  for  and  recommended  that  the  distribution  of  the  Equalizing 
Fund  be  made  on  the  basis  of  an  eight  months  term.  He  continued  to 
advocate  a  consolidation  of  the  Constitutional  six  months  term  and  the 
extended  term  in  his  19  31  Report,  this  single  term  to  be  supported  jointly 
by  the  county  and  State,  the  latter  participating  on  the  basis  of  all  neces- 
sary current  operating  expenses  of  the  six  months  term. 

In  his  report  to  the  Governor  and  to  the  members  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  19  33,  he  described  clearly  the  school  situation  at  that  time — 
the  difficulties  faced  both  by  local  and  State  school  officials  and  by  the 
General  Assembly  in  the  operation  of  the  schools  as  they  were  organized — 
and  with  a  clear  insight  into  the  future  recommended  that  the  six  months 
school  term  supported  almost  wholly  by  the  State  and  the  extended  term 
supported  in  part  by  the  State  be  consolidated  into  one  term  of  eight 
months  supported  wholly  by  the  State.  This  consolidation,  he  stated, 
would  result  in:  (1)  economy  in  operation  (2)  improvement  in  efficiency 
and  (3)  reduction  in  cost.  A  consolidated  term,  he  contended,  would 
simplify  the  entire  administration  of  the  public  school  system. 

The  seed  he  planted  were  well  sown.  It  soon  developed  that  the  people 
through  their  representatives  wanted  to  preserve  their  schools;  and  fur- 
thermore that  they  agreed  with  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion and  His  Excellency,  Governor  J.  C.  B.  Ehringhaus,  who  had  risen 
from  "a  sick  bed"  to  appear  before  a  joint  meeting  of  the  two  Houses  of 
the  General  Assembly,  and  who  had  in  a  most  dramatic  way  advocated 
the  establishment  of  an  eight  months  school  term. 
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Naturally,  after  this  question  had  been  settled,  the  legislative  battle 
resolved  itself  into  the  question  of  how  much  could  be  raised  for  support 
of  the  public  schools  for  an  eight  months  term.  The  annual  appropriation 
made  by  the  preceding  lawmaking  body  had  been: 

$15,850,000  for  the  six  months  term  from   State's   general  fund,  and 

1,300,000  for  the  six  months  term  from  county  funds  —  fines,  for- 

feitures,  etc. — a  total  of 

$17,150,000  estimated  for  the  six  months  term;    and 

1,500,000   for  the  extended  term  from  the  State's  general  fund,  mak- 

ing  a  grand  total  of 

$18,650,000  estimated  available  funds  that  the  General  Assembly  at- 
tempted to  allot  for  public  school  purposes.  In  addition  to  these  amounts 
a  sum  sufficient  to  bring  the  total  operating  costs  of  the  schools  for  the 
various  lengths  of  term — six  months,  seven  months,  eight  months  and 
nine  months — to  approximately  $24,000,000  had  been  raised  from  county 
and  district  sources. 

The  General  Assembly  of  19  33,  therefore,  was  faced  with  the  very  prac- 
tical problem  of  making  an  appropriation  for  the  operation  of  an  eight 
months  school  term.  The  "drive"  for  this  support  centered  around  one 
group  who  advocated  a  total  sum  of  $10,000,000  later  raised  to  $12,000,- 
000,  whereas  the  other  group  contended  for  a  higher  figure  sufficient  in 
amount  to  operate  the  consolidated  term  of  eight  months.  After  days  of 
argument  pro  and  con,  both  on  the  floors  of  the  Senate  and  House,  in  com- 
mittee rooms  and  elsewhere,  the  figure  $16,000,000  was  set  as  the  largest 
annual  amount  for  which  legislative  assent  could  be  obtained  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  public  schools.  This  amount  was  to  come  from  the  general 
fund  of  the  State,  and  represented  a  decrease  of  $1,350,000  over  the  ap- 
propriation for  the  preceding  year  from  the  general  fund.  This  sum  of 
$16,000,000  plus  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  and  poll  taxes,  amount- 
ing to  a  total  of  $18,296,364  represented  a  decrease  of  $5,167,951  in  the 
total  cost  of  operating  the  schools  the  year  before   (1932-33). 

This  decrease  in  the  cost  of  public  education  was  accomplished  either 
directly  as  specified  in  the  law  or  indirectly  in  accordance  with  authority 
granted  the  State  School  Commission  and  with  the  appropriation  made. 
The  more  important  of  these  provisions  were: 

1.  Abolition  of  all  property  taxation — district,  township,  county  and 

city — for  purposes  of  operating  the  schools. 

2.  Writing  a  lower  salary  schedule  for  all  superintendents. 

3.  Provision  for  lower  salary  schedules  for  teachers  and  principals. 

4.  Discontinuance  of  the  employment  of  supervisors. 

5.  Increasing  the  teaching  load  in  the  high  school. 

6.  Transferring  the  management  and  operation  of  the  transportation 

system  from  county  to  State  control. 

7.  Carefully  checking  all  school  expenditures  and  making  economies 

in  every  way  possible. 
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Results  of  this  Legislation.  The  action  taken  by  this  Legislature  was 
very  far-reaching  in  its  results.  In  many  respects  this  action  represented 
the  final  consummation  of  a  change  in  State  policy  toward  public  educa- 
tion which  had  been  in  the  making  for  some  time.  Perhaps,  the  most 
outstanding  results  were  the  following: 

1.  The  distribution  of  State  aid  toward  education  ivas  separated  from  tax- 
able property  valuations.  Both  the  Equalizing  Fund  and  the  Tax  Reduction 
Fund  had  been  distributed  in  inverse  ratio  as  the  participating  needs 
were  to  the  property  valuations  after  a  certain  uniform  rate  had  been 
applied.  This  new  method  of  school  support  provides  that  all  income  from 
fines,  forfeitures,  penalties,  dog  taxes  and  poll  taxes  shall  be  used  for 
the  objects  of  Maintenance  of  Plant  and  Fixed  Charges  in  the  counties 
where  collected,  and  that  State  money  shall  be  used  for  the  objects  of 
General  Control,  Instructional  Service,  Operation  of  Plant  and  Auxiliary 
Agencies,  which  includes  transportation,  on  State  standards  of  cost.  This 
State  money  was  distributed  according  to  the  needs  in  the  several  adminis- 
trative units  when  such  needs  were  measured  uniformly  by  State 
standards. 

2.  Taxing  districts  of  all  kinds  were  abolished.  By  abolishing  the  district 
as  a  unit  of  school  support,  a  child's  education  is  no  longer  directly  de- 
pendent on  the  wealth  of  the  community  itself.  Under  the  old  plan,  if  any 
community  desired  a  longer  school  term  than  six  months  for  its  children, 
a  tax  on  property  had  to  be  voted  for  that  purpose.  This  could  be  done 
very  easily  in  the  wealthy  communities,  but  in  many  rural  areas  it  was 
impossible  for  a  child  to  obtain  more  than  the  six  months  schooling  as 
provided  in  the  Constitution.  Now,  under  the  new  plan  of  support,  each 
child  in  the  State,  no  matter  whether  he  lives  in  the  richest  community  in 
some  city  or  in  the  poorest  in  the  remotest  area  of  the  State,  is  provided 
with  a  school  for  eight  months  in  the  year.  This  action  also  resulted  in 
the  reduction  of  the  school  term  from  nine  to  eight  months  for  119,145 
boys  and  girls. 

3.  One  consolidated  term  of  eight  months  for  the  State  ivas  set  up.  Under 
the  new  law,  however,  197,568  more  children  attended  schools  having  a 
term  of  eight  months  than  did  before  the  change  was  made.  Not  only  is 
this  true  but  since  there  is  no  longer  a  bothersome  local  tax  question, 
children  can  now  be  transferred  from  one  district  to  another  if  conditions 
make  such  transfers  desirable.  Formerly,  children  in  non-local  tax  dis- 
tricts could  not  be  transferred  to  a  school  in  a  local  tax  district  without 
being  faced  with  a  tuition  bill.  Under  the  new  law  there  are  no  tuition 
bills,  except  for  the  one  month  which  the  non-resident  child,  who  attends 
school  in  one  of  the  few  city  administrative  units  which  operates  a  nine- 
months  school  term,  would  pay. 

4.  The  number  of  school  districts  was  reduced.  Before  the  new  law  was 
enacted  there  were  3,602  school  districts.  After  the  State  was  redis- 
tricted  under  the  new  law  there  were  1,449  districts.  This  does  not  mean 
that  there  was  a  decrease  in  this  number  of  schools,  but  it  does  mean 
that  many  children  were  assigned  to  convenient  schools  in  the  new  and 
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larger  districts,  and  that  when  and  if  necessary  actual  and  sensible  con- 
solidations resulting  in  the  abandonment  of  small  buildings  are  being 
made  without  friction  and  with  the  greatest  of  ease. 

5.  A  reduction  teas  made  in  the  number  of  administrative  units.  The  num- 
ber of  city  units  was  reduced  from  93  to  67,  which  number,  plus  the  100 
county  administrative  units  made  a  total  of  167  operating  units  as  against 
19  3  the  preceding  year.  This  reduction  in  number  of  administrative  units 
resulted  in  some  economy  but  the  most  desirable  effect  was  the  increased 
efficiency. 

G.  Taxes  for  operating  schools  on  higher  standards  or  for  a  longer  term 
than  eight  months  in  city  schools  were  wiped  out.  Permission  was  given 
administrative  units  not  in  default  in  the  payment  of  their  indebtedness, 
however,  to  vote  a  tax  for  supplementing  the  budget  or  extending  the 
term  to  180  days.  Coming  at  a  time  when  the  taxing  structure  as  it 
related  to  property  valuations  was  already  broken  down,  it  was  practi- 
cally impossible  for  any  unit  to  carry  an  election,  even  for  so  worthy  a 
cause  as  public  education.  As  a  result  not  many  units  made  an  effort  to 
vote  taxes  and  out  of  the  20  or  25  administrative  units  which  have  made 
the  effort  only  seven — Durham  (city),  Southern  Pines,  Roanoke  Rapids, 
North  Wilkesboro,  Rocky  Mount,  Lenoir  (city),  and  Chapel  Hill — have 
been  successful.  The  final  result  of  this  law,  therefore,  as  it  has  affected 
these  larger  schools,  is  that  the  children  in  these  schools  have  been  denied 
an  extra  month's  schooling. 

RECOMMENDATIONS:   1935-36  AND  1936-37 

The  State  system  of  public  education,  the  foundation  of  which  was  laid 
by  the  acts  of  the  preceding  General  Assembly,  has  been  in  operation  now 
for  a  full  year  and  is  beginning  the  second.  Its  operation,  except  for 
inadequate  financial  support,  has  been  generally  satisfactory.  The  school 
employees  as  a  whole  accepted  the  action  of  the  Legislature  of  19  33  in 
reducing  the  cost  of  public  education  in  good  faith  and  each  has  given 
his  or  her  best  to  the  job  of  instructing  the  childhood,  and  in  order  that 
they,  the  future  citizens  of  the  State,  should  not  suffer  many  have  stood 
by  even  though  better  opportunities  have  been  offered  them.  But  at  the 
present  time  there  appears  to  be  a  spirit  of  unrest  among  these  employees, 
and  the  number  of  teachers  leaving  the  field  is  on  the  increase.  Those 
who  have  left  frankly  state  that  they  could  not  afford  to  continue  to  make 
sacrifices,  but  had  to  accept  the  position  paying  the  higher  salary  even 
though  they  liked  school  work  better. 

The  accentuation  of  this  unrestful  spirit  among  teachers,  to  my  mind, 
is  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  economic  conditions  throughout  the  State 
appear  to  be  substantially  improved  from  what  they  were  two  years  ago 
when  the  present  school  law  was  written.  Both  the  cotton  and  tobacco 
farmers  have  received  much  higher  prices  for  their  products.  Business 
in  general  is  estimated  to  be  25  per  cent  ahead  of  what  it  was  in  19  33. 
And  there  appears  to  be  a  spirit  of  optimism  among  the  people.  Their 
interest  is  again  turning  toward  an  improvement  in  the  educational  facili- 
ties for  their  children. 
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Conditions  are  noticeably  improved  over  what  they  were  even  three 
months  ago  when  my  predecessor,  the  late  Dr.  A.  T.  Allen,  made  his 
request  of  $20,200,000  to  the  Advisory  Budget  Commission  as  his  estimate 
of  the  annual  amount  necessary  to  operate  the  eight  months  public  schools 
for  each  year  of  the  ensuing  biennium.  Taking  into  consideration  these 
improved  economic  conditions  and  the  fact  that  I  believe  that  our  people 
desire  that  the  salaries  of  those  who  have  "stood  by  the  ship"  during  this 
depression  be  raised,  and  believing  furthermore  that  the  State  is  able  to 
take  this  step,  I  am  recommending  that  the  annual  State  appropriation 
for  the  support  of  public  schools  for  an  eight  months  term  be  $22,000,000 
for  the  ensuing  biennium. 

I  make  this  recommendation  also  after  a  careful  consideration  of  the 
expenditures  made  during  the  preceding  year  according  to  the  objects 
and  items  of  the  budget  and  on  the  basis  of  the  increases  as  set  forth 
in  the  following  table:

4.  Parts,  tires,  tubes — Increase  $12,500  annually  for  200  new  units. 

5.  Contract — Same  as  estimate  for  1934-35. 

6.  Replacement — Estimated  cost  of  replacement,  750  units  annually. 

662.  Libraries — 6c.  per  child  enrolled. 

663.  Health— 6c.  per  child  enrolled. 
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Further  recommendations.  In  the  machinery  act  which  you  propose  to 
write  making  provision  for  the  operation  of  the  public  schools  I  wish  to 
make  the  following  specific  recommendations: 

1.  Sick  leave  for  teachers.  Now  that  teachers  and  other  school  employees 
are  considered  State  employees,  I  believe  that  the  rules  of  the  Personnel 
Division  governing  sick  leave  should  be  made  applicable  to  teachers  in  like 
manner. 

2.  Workmen's  compensation.  The  1933  law  exempted  teachers  from  the 
application  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act.  I  recommend  that  this 
part  of  the  law  be  repealed  and  that  the  provisions  of  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act  be  made  applicable  to  all  school  employees. 

3.  Notice  to  teacher.  In  these  days  of  insecurity  I  believe  the  teacher  is 
entitled  to  know  in  advance  as  far  as  possible  when  her  position  is  to  be 
filled  by  another.  I  wish  to  recommend,  therefore,  that  at  least  30  days 
notice  be  given  a  teacher  in  case  she  is  not  to  be  re-elected  and  that  this 
provision  be  incorporated  in  the  law. 

4.  Two  years  term  of  office  for  superintendents.  Since  both  county  and  city 
administrative  units  have  been  set  up  and  recognized,  I  believe  that  the 
terms  of  office  of  the  administrative  officers  of  these  unts  should  be  the 
same.  For  that  reason,  I  wish  to  go  on  record  as  favoring  a  two-year 
term  of  office  for  city  superintendents. 

5.  Elimination  of  prohibition  against  communities  in  default.  I  think  it  is 
unfair  to  penalize  the  schools  because  the  municipality  or  county  in 
which  they  are  located  has  defaulted  in  the  payment  of  its  indebtedness. 
If  this  indebtedness  were  contracted  for  school  purposes  there  might  be 
some  excuse  for  this  prohibition  against  such  units  having  the  opportunity 
of  voting  for  the  better  educational  opportunities  incident  to  a  longer 
school  term.  Then,  too,  since  the  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  schools 
operating  an  eight  months  term  it  manifestly  does  not  accomplish  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  intended  in  that  it  is  possible  under  the  law  to 
vote  taxes  to  greatly  enrich  the  school  program  on  an  eight  months  basis. 
In  view  of  these  facts  I  most  strongly  recommend  that  this  prohibition  be 
eliminated  from  the  law. 

6.  Provision  for  voting  supplementary  taxes.  I  have  always  believed  that 
a  system  as  large  as  a  State  can  only  provide  certain  educational  oppor- 
tunities on  a  uniform  minimum  standard.  I  am  of  the  opinion,  therefore, 
that  provision  should  be  continued  for  allowing  county  and  city  units  to 
supplement  the  program  provided  by  the  State  in  order  that  their  peculiar 
needs  and  desires  which  are  not  recognized  by  State  uniformity  may  be 
taken  care  of.  Under  this  program  I  would  include  provision  for  voca- 
tional and  trade  subjects,  where  they  are  desired  and  are  not  now  pro- 
vided. I  would  also  include  provision  for  certain  cultural  subjects  which 
cannot  now  be  provided  within  the  State  minimum  educational  program. 

7.  Clarify  responsibility  for  transportation  of  pupils.  There  seems  to  be 
some  misunderstanding  or  rather  uncertainty  as  to  the  responsibility  of 
transporting  the  children  to  school,  especially  as  it  relates  to  the  purchase 
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of  new  busses.  I  believe  this  matter  should  be  clarified  in  the  law  in  order 
that  the  children  of  the  State  will  not  be  penalized  for  any  neglect  of 
either  county  or  State  officials. 

8.  Finally.  I  believe  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public-  Instruction,  who  is 
elected  by  and  responsible  to  the  people  of  the  State  as  the  Constitutional 
executive  head  of  the  school  system,  should  be  recognized  as  such  by 
being  made  Chairman  of  the  State  School  Commission.  I,  therefore, 
recommend  that  this  change  be  made  when  the  new  school  machinery  act 
is  drafted. 

The  textbook  situation.  It  has  been  estimated  that  many  of  the  school 
children,  from  10%  to  15%,  do  not  have  books.  Believing  that  textbooks 
are  necessary  for  the  efficient  operation  of  a  good  school  system,  I  believe 
some  plan  should  be  devised  by  which  the  children  of  the  State  can  obtain 
these  necessaiy  tools  at  the  least  possible  cost.  It  seems  reasonable  to 
assume  that  furnishing  textbooks  is  as  necessary  as  buildings,  supplies 
and  other  school  facilities,  and  free  textbooks  to  my  mind  should  be  our 
final  and  natural  objective.  I  do  not  believe  at  this  time,  however,  we 
are  ready  and  able  to  take  this  step.  I  wish  to  recommend,  therefore,  that 
provision  be  made  for  a  textbook  rental  plan  by  which  the  children  of 
the  State  may  secure  the  necessary  textbook  material  on  some  reasonable 
and  easy  plan  of  distribution. 

EXPENDITURES  FROM  STATE  FUNDS,  1932-33  AND  1933-31 

Knowing  that  you  will  be  interested  in  how  State  funds  were  expended 
for  public  school  purposes  during  the  biennium  ending  June  30,  1934,  I 
am  presenting  the  following  four  tables:

This  first  table  shows  the  total  amounts  paid  teachers  and  principals 
from  State  funds,  the  number  of  persons  paid,  and  the  average  annual 
and  monthly  salaries  paid  these  persons.  I  am  sure  you  will  be  impressed 
with  the  low  salaries  that  have  been  paid  these  State  workers  for  their 
services. 

Table  II  gives  a  summary  of  expenditures  by  objects  from  the  appro- 
priation made  for  the  support  of  the  Constitutional  six  months  school 
term  during  19  32-3  3.  A  table  showing  the  disbursements  from  this  fund 
as  well  as  amounts  paid  from  the  Tax  Reduction  Fund  expended  during 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1933,  will  be  found  in  Part  II  of  this 
report  which  is  printed  under  separate  cover.  (See  Table  III,  p.  92, 
Publication  No.   182.) 
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Table  III  shown  here  gives  a  summary  of  expenditures  from  the  appro- 
priation made  by  the  General  Assembly  of  19  33  for  the  support  of  the 
eight  months  school  term  for  the  year  19  33-19  34.  This  table  includes  an 
expenditure  of  $500,000  received  as  a  Federal  grant  for  the  support  of 
the  rural  schools. 

Table  IV  shows  the  total  State  allotment  including  the  $500,000  from 
Federal  funds,  the  expenditures  by  objects  and  the  allotment  balance,  for 
the  county  and  city  administrative  school  units.

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CHAPTER  II 


A  STATISTICAL  REVIEW 

CENSUS,  ENROLLMENT,  ATTENDANCE  AND  TERM 

Census 

The  number  of  children  eligible  to  attend  the  public  schools,  elementary 
and  secondary,  has  increased  from  a  total  of  659,629  in  1899-1900  to 
more  than  a  million  today.  Table  I  shows  the  school  population  of  white 
and  colored  children  at  five-year  intervals  from  the  beginning  of  the 
century  to  1929-1930  and  annually  thereafter.  These  data  include  all 
children  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one,  inclusive.

Enrollment  and  Attendance 

The  number  of  children  actually  enrolled  in  elementary  and  high  school 
is  much  lower  than  the  total  school  population  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  census  age  limit  extends  to  twenty-one  years,  and  consequently  in- 
cludes those  boys  and  girls  who  have  finished  high  school.  After  taking 
this  point  into  consideration,  the  figures  on  enrollment  do  not  appear  as 
small  as  they  might  appear  to  be  were  this  fact  not  known.  The  total 
school  enrollment,  like  the  school  census,  has  increased  very  rapidly 
within  the  present  century.  In  1899-1900  there  were  more  than  400,000 
children  enrolled  in  the  public  schools.  At  the  present  time  there  is  an 
enrollment  exceeding  900,000,  an  increase  of  500,000  children  in  public 
elementary  and  secondary  schools. 

Back  at  the  beginning  of  the  century,  school  children  did  not  attend 
the  schools  provided  as  regularly  as  they  do  now.  The  average  daily  at- 
tendance in  1899-1900  was  58  per  cent  of  the  enrollment,  whereas  today's 
attendance  of  all  school  children  is  approximately  85  per  cent  of  the 
total  enrollment. 
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Table  II  gives  the  enrollment  and  average  daily  attendance  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  State  for  certain  selected  years.  This  table  also  shows  the 
percentage  of  enrollment  in  average  daily  attendance.  The  terms  "Rural" 
and  "City"  as  used  in  this  and  the  following  tables,  are  used  to  define 
the  administrative  units  for  the  year  indicated.

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Enrollment  by  Grade 

Table  III  shows  the  number  and  percentage  of  white  and  colored  pupils 
enrolled  in  the  several  grades  during  the  school  year  19  33-1934.  The 
percentage  of  enrollment  is  highest  in  the  first  grade.  Almost  a  third  of 
the  colored  pupils  are  enrolled  in  the  first  grade.  Of  the  total  pupils  en- 
rolled, 83.4  per  cent  are  in  the  elementary  grades  and  16.6  per  cent  are 
in  the  high  school  grades.

Enrollment  by  Length  of  Term 

The  number  of  children  attending  schools  having  an  eight  months  term 
or  longer  has  been  kept  since  1922-1923.  The  figures  for  that  year  and 
for  1923-1924  were  used  to  show  the  need  of  a  longer  term  in  rural  schools 
in  the  State  Superintendent's  recommendation  to  the  General  Assembly 
of  1925. 

The  General  Assembly  of  19  33  provided  for  a  uniform  term  of  eight 
months  for  all  schools  of  the  State,  but  this  provision  was  not  made  com- 
pulsory and  in  several  instances  this  length  of  term  was  not  maintained 
during  the  year  1933-1934,  the  first  year  of  school  operation  under  the 
new  law. 

For  the  record  we  are  giving  in  the  table  below  the  number  of  white 
and  colored  children  enrolled  in  schools  having  terms  of  eight  months 
or  more  as  well  as  those  in  schools  operating  less  than  eight  months.

Length  of  School  Term 

Prior  to  19  33-1934  the  schools  of  the  State  operated  various  lengths 
of  term  ranging  from  120  days  in  many  rural  districts  to  180  days  in 
nearly  all  city  administrative  units.  The  General  Assembly  of  1933 
established  a  state-wide  uniform  school  term  of  eight  months  for  all 
schools,  and  abolished  all  local  taxes  which  had  previously  been  voted  for 
extended  terms.  It  further  provided,  however,  that  any  administrative 
unit  might  hold  an  election  to  determine  whether  a  tax  should  be  levied 
to  provide  funds  to  supplement  the  budget.  Only  seven  units,  all  cities, 
Chapel  Hill,  Durham,  Lenoir,  North  Wilkesboro,  Roanoke  Rapids,  Rocky 
Mount,  and  Southern  Pines,  voted  favorably  on  this  question;  and  of 
these  seven,  Chapel  Hill,  Durham,  Roanoke  Rapids,  and  Southern  Pines, 
extended  the  school  term  to  nine  months,  the  last  two  mentioned  for 
white  schools  only.  The  table  below  shows  the  average  school  term  for 
the  rural,  city,  white  and  colored  schools  of  the  State:

TRANSPORTATION  OF  PUPILS 

The  transportation  of  children  to  public  school  at  public  expense  has 
become  a  vital  part  of  the  State  school  system.  The  first  transportation 
of  pupils  at  public  expense  was  in  1914-1915,  when  6  vehicles  were  used 
in  hauling  247  children.  By  1919-1920  this  number  had  increased  to  150 
vehicles  hauling  nearly  8,000  children.  At  present  there  are  4,500 
vehicles,  mostly  busses,  carrying  approximately  250,000  children  to  and 
from  1,269  schools. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  table  that  the  per  pupil  cost  of  operating  these 
busses  has  decreased  considerably  since  1925-1926,  when  fewer  than 
90,000  pupils  were  hauled  at  public  expense.  A  part  of  this  decrease 
may  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  living  costs  in  general  have  decreased, 
but  a  good  part  as  indicated  by  the  year  by  year  decrease  prior  to  1928- 
1929  is  due  to  the  more  efficient  operation  of  the  transportation  system 
and  the  larger  number  of  pupils  hauled.

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EXPENDITURES 

Current  Expense 

The  amount  expended  for  the  operation  of  public  schools  increased  from 
year  to  year,  just  as  the  number  of  pupils,  attendance,  length  of  term  and 
number  of  pupils  transported,  increased  until  1929-1930,  when  the  peak 
of  expenditures  was  reached  at  $28,616,603.44.  For  the  school  year  1930- 
1931  there  was  a  decrease  of  approximately  $100,000.00  in  current  expense 
and  in  1931-1932  a  further  decrease  of  nearly  $4,500,000.00.  For  1932- 
1933  there  was  another  decrease  amounting  to  $585,000.00.  It  is  esti- 
mated on  the  basis  of  budget  figures  that  during  the  year  19  33-19  34  for 
which  actual  figures  are  not  yet  available,  that  approximately  $18,00,0,000 
was  expended  for  the  operation  of  all  the  public  elementary  and  secondary 
schools  of  the  State.  This  is  more  than  $10,000,000  less  than  was  expended 
during  the  year  1929-1930,  when  school  expenditures  reached  their  highest 
point,  and  represents  a  decrease  of  37.3  per  cent. 

Table  VII  gives  for  certain  years  the  amounts  expended  for  current 
expense  objects  in  rural  and  city  units  and  in  the  State  as  a  whole.  Table 
VIII  shows  the  expenditure  per  pupil  enrolled  and  in  average  daily  at- 
tendance during  the  same  years.  It  will  be  observed  that  there  has  been  a 
decided  decrease  in  the  average  annual  amounts  spent  per  pupil  both  on 
the  enrollment  basis  and  attendance  basis.

Capital  Outlay  Expenditures 

The  expenditures  for  capital  outlay  purposes  are  presented  in  Table  IX. 
It  will  be  observed  that  these  expenditures  increase  very  rapidly  from 
1919-1920  to  1922-1923,  remain  rather  even  during  the  five-year  period 
from  1922-1923  to  1926-1927,  and  then  take  a  decided  downward  trend. 
This  period  of  large  expenditures  represents  the  period  of  school  building 
expansion  effected  by  the  stimulation  given  by  the  Special  Building  Funds 
provided  by  the  General  Assembly.  These  figures  show  very  clearly  that 
school  building  activities  started  a  decrease  in  1927-1928  which  continued 
to  1932-19  33,  when  less  than  a  million  dollars  was  expended  for  such 
purposes.

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Total  Public  School  Expenditures 

Total  expenditures,  current  expense  plus  capital  outlay,  for  the  public 
elementary  and  secondary  schools  of  the  State  have  increased  or  decreased 
from  year  to  year  just  as  expenditures  for  these  two  parts  which  make 
the  total  have  increased  or  decreased.  The  table  which  gives  these 
expenditures  shows  that  there  was  an  increase  in  total  expenditures  from 
1900-1901,  at  the  beginning  of  the  century,  until  1926-1927.  During  the 
next  four  years  total  expenditures  were  fairly  constant  around  $36,000,000. 
Since  1929-19  30,  however,  there  has  been  a  very  rapid  decrease  in  total 
school  expenditures,  until  now  the  total  amount  of  expenditures  is  less 
than  the  amount  spent  in  1921-1922.  This  decrease,  in  the  main,  has  been 
due  to  two  causes,  viz.,  (1)  the  decrease  in  the  amounts  provided  for  the 
current  operation  of  the  schools,  and  (2)  the  decrease  as  a  consequence  of 
the  slowing  up  of  building  activities  and  the  purchase  of  new  school  equip- 
ment. Both  of  these  points  are  clearly  indicated  in  Tables  VIII  and  IX 
above.

Actual  ex- 
penditures for  1933-1934,  when  available,  will  probably  be  silghtly  less 
than  these  budget  figures.  This  table  very  clearly  shows  where  the  cuts  in 
school  expenditures  have  been.  It  will  be  observed  that  practically  all 
items  have  at  one  time  or  other  suffered  reductions.

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

In  the  past  few  years  particularly  there  has  been  a  widespread  realiza- 
tion of  the  vital  importance  of  the  elementary  school  as  the  foundation 
of  our  educational  life.  This  desire  to  give  the  children  a  more  extensive 
and  effective  opportunity  for  the  fundamentals  of  an  education  has  con- 
cerned itself  largely  with  such  essential  factors  as  length  of  term,  the 
size  of  the  school,  the  training  of  teachers,  more  adequate  equipment,  and 
an  enriched  course  of  study.  Several  of  these  factors  are  discussed  in 
other  parts  of  this  report. 
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Size  of  Rural  Elementary  Schools 

The  greatest  opportunity  for  improvement  naturally  has  been  with  the 
rural  elementary  schools.  Due  to  consolidations  which  have  been  effected 
during  the  past  several  years  the  size  of  these  schools  have  changed  con- 
siderably. Most  of  these  changes  have  resulted  in  a  decrease  of  small 
elementary  schools.  This  decrease  in  the  number  of  small  schools  has 
tended  to  enlarge  existing  large  schools  rather  than  to  establish  additional 
larger  schools.  The  following  table  shows  this  situation  for  the  past  five 
years:

Standard  Elementary  Schools 

In  1  924,  as  a  result  of  this  urgent  demand  for  more  effective  elementary 
schools,  standards  were  set  up  which  included  the  elements  or  factors 
necessary  for  standardization  or  accreditment.  These  standards  are 
described  in  the  Elementary  Handbook,  pages  77-82. 

In  1924,  when  the  work  of  visiting  the  schools  and  applying  the  stand- 
ards was  begun  there  were  270  rural  schools  which  had  seven  or  more 
teachers  and  an  eight-months  school  term.  The  table  submitted  below 
shows  the  increase  in  the  number  of  schools  large  enough  to  meet  the 
standards  and  those  which  have  met  the  requirements  for  accredited 
rating.

This  table  shows  for  the  year  19  3  3-34  an  enrollment  of  502,132  pupils 
in  white  elementary  schools,  grades  1-7,  inclusive,  and  257,526  pupils  in 
colored  elementary  schools  or  a  total  of  759,658.  Of  the  total  enrollment, 
381,772  white  pupils  and  195,100  colored  pupils  were  enrolled  in  rural 
schools.  There  were  120,360  white  pupils  and  62,426  colored,  a  total  of 
182,786  pupils  enrolled  in  city  schools. 

The  table  shows  2  31f/695  white  pupils  were  enrolled  in  standard  element- 
ary schools,  144,334  being  enrolled  in  rural  schools  and  87,361  in  city 
schools. 

The  enrollment  of  colored  pupils  in  standard  elementary  schools  was 
7,494,  these  being  enrolled  in  14  schools.  Progress  in  the  standardization 
of  colored  schools  is  being  made  and  because  of  the  keen  interest  in  this 
project  the  number  will  increase  considerably  from  year  to  year. 


THE  HIGH  SCHOOLS 

A  statistical  summary  of  all  the  high  schools  in  the  State  for  each  year 
of  the  biennium,  1932-34,  has  been  compiled  from  the  reports  received 
from  the  high  school  principals.  This  information  is  given  below  in 
Tables  XV  and  XVI.  In  the  year  19  33-34  there  were  a  total  of  865  high 
schools,  714  white  and  151  colored.  Of  the  714  high  schools  for  white 
children  671  were  accredited  and  more  than  9  8  per  cent  of  the  children 
in  the  State  attended  accredited  high  schools.  There  were  106  accredited 
high  schools  for  colored  children,  and  90.2  per  cent  of  the  pupils  enrolled 
attended  such  schools.

Table  XIX  shows  the  rapid  elimination  of  the  small  type  high  school. 
While  there  are  still  too  many  small  high  schools  the  tendency  seems  to 
be  in  the  direction  of  eliminating  them  by  further  consolidation.  For  the 
session  19  33-19  34  the  average  number  of  teachers  per  high  school  was  six 
and  the  average  number  of  pupils  per  high  school  was  178.5.  A  study  of 
Table  XIX  will  show  also  that  51.2  of  the  pupils  enrolled  in  schools  having 
more  than  six  teachers.

What  per  cent  of  the  total  enrollment  is  found  in  the  four  upper  grades? 
Tables  XXI  and  XXII  give  the  answer  to  this  question.  These  figures  are 
compiled  from  the  annual  reports  of  city  and  county  superintendents  and 
include  pupils  coded  a  and  d.  This  accounts  for  any  slight  difference 
between  the  figures  given  below  and  those  already  given  for  the  high 
school  in  this  chapter. 

Table  XXI  gives  the  percentage  of  the  white  public  school  enrollment 
in  high  school,  and  Table  XXII  shows  the  figures  for  rural  and  city  schools 
separately.  From  Table  XXII  it  will  be  seen  that  this  percentage  is  higher 
for  the  city  schools  than  for  the  rural  schools,  but  that  the  increase  has 
been  more  rapid  in  the  rural  schools  in  recent  years  than  in  city  schools. 

Table  XXIII  shows  the  percentage  of  public  school  enrollment  in  high 
school  by  race  for  the  two  years  of  the  biennium.

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TEACHING  PERSONNEL 

The  public  school  is  no  longer  a  place  to  which  children  go  merely  to 
recite.  Its  program  is  now  formulated  to  appeal  to  the  child's  latent 
and  potential  powers  and  to  provide  a  situation  of  satisfying  experience 
from  which  desirable  adaptations  and  modifications  may  come. 

The  attitude  of  the  teacher  is  no  longer  coercive  as  it  once  so  charac- 
teristically was.  It  is  now  one  of  stimulation  and  direction.  The  modern 
teacher  encourages  the  child  to  use  his  own  abilities;  desires  him  to  react 
for  himself  and  in  his  own  way,  and  not  according  to  predetermined 
fcrmula;  wishes  him  to  grow  from  within  and  not  by  accretions  from 
without;  and  desires  to  provide  conditions  for  the  child  that  are  promo- 
tive of  physical  well  being,  intellectual  development,  and  normal  growth. 

This  conception  of  a  school  modifies  our  notions  as  to  the  kind  of 
teacher  that  should  be  employed;  and  at  the  same  time  it  suggests  what 
some  changes  should  be.  If  instruction  is  to  consist  of  questions  and 
answers  from  a  book,  the  training  of  the  teacher  is  not  so  significant.  If 
on  the  other  hand,  the  preparation  of  the  teacher  is  to  keep  the  child  in 
a  situation  that  calls  for  definite  and  free  reactions  on  his  part,  then  her 
preparation  for  this  work  becomes  of  primary  importance.  Unless  the 
teacher  knows  the  laws  of  physical  growth,  mental  and  moral  develop- 
ment; unless  she  recognizes  the  relations  of  the  curriculum  to  the  life  of 
the  child  and  to  the  world  about  him;  unless  she  understands  the  activi- 
ties that  are  conducive  to  child  development;  unless  she  comprehends  the 
aims  and  objectives  of  public  education,  her  work  in  a  modern  school  will 
be  ineffective.  For  these  reasons  greater  stress  than  ever  before  must 
be  placed  upon  the  teacher's  personal  character,  upon  her  scholastic  ac- 
complishments, and  upon  her  sympathetic  attitude  toward  childhood. 
Many  elements  enter  into  the  operation  of  a  good  school,  but  the  most 
vital  element  in  this  structure  is  a  teacher  of  unquestioned  power  and 
ability. 

Growth  in  Number  of  Teachers 

Table  XXIV  shows  the  growth  in  number  of  teachers  from  189  9-1900 
to  1933-1934.  It  will  be  observed  that  for  the  two  decades  from  1899  to 

1919  the  number  of  teachers  more  than  doubled.  There  was  a  very  sub- 
stantial increase  in  the  number  of  teachers  for  the  five  year  period  1919- 

1920  to  1924-1925.  Beginning  with  the  school  year  1929-1930  the 
Legislature  increased  the  teaching  load  of  the  teachers.  It  will  be  ob- 
served that  for  the  period  beginning  with  19  30-19  31  the  tendency  has 
been  for  fewer  teachers  to  be  employed  from  year  to  year.  This  is  an 
effect  of  the  operation  of  the  changing  school  laws  which  have  been 
characterized  by  a  disposition  to  have  teachers  teach  more  children  and 
to  decrease  local  supplementation.

Teaching  Load 

Table  XXV  shows  the  teaching  load  for  both  elementary  and  high 
school  teachers.  This  load  is  represented  by  both  enrollment  and  average 
daily  attendance.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  number  of  pupils  per 
teacher  increased  quite  materially  in  1929-1930.  This  was  the  first  year 
of  the  operation  of  the  school  law  passed  by  the  1929  Legislature  which 
increased  the  teaching  load  in  both  the  elementary  and  high  schools. 
Since  that  time  each  succeeding  Legislature  has  further  increased  the 
teaching  load,  the  results  of  which  are  reflected  in  the  increased  teaching 
load  during  the  years  1931-1933. 


Salaries  of  Teachers 

Table  XXVI  shows  the  average  annual  salaries  of  teachers  classified  as 
to  elementary  and  high  schools,  rural  and  charter  and  white  and  colored. 
The  increase  in  salary  from  year  to  year  until  1931-1932  is  due  mainly  to 
the  employment  of  better  qualified  teachers  and  the  increase  in  the  length 
of  school  term.  The  reduction  in  salaries,  beginning  with  1931-1932, 
shows,  among  other  things,  the  effects  of  the  general  ten  per  cent  curtail- 
ment in  the  salary  schedule.

Training  of  Teachers 

Tables  XXVII  and  XXVIII  show  the  number  of  each  kind  of  certificate 
held  by  teachers  and  principals  from  1921-1922  to  1933-1934,  inclusive; 
and  the  general  training  index  for  those  years.  For  the  same  years  Table 
XXIX  shows  the  number  and  per  cent  of  teachers  at  the  several  levels  of 
training. 

Provisional  "B,"  Provisional  "A"  and  One  Year  Temporary  certificates 
at  the  time  of  their  issuance,  represented  training  less  than  standard  high 
school  graduation.  Since  1929-1930  a  teacher  with  a  county  second  grade 
certificate  would  be  one  whose  training  did  not  meet  the  requirement 
for  the  Elementary  "A",  the  lowest  grade  certificate  issued  to  a  beginning 
teacher  since  that  date.  Since  1929-19  30  a  teacher  holding  a  county 
second  grade  certificate  would  be  one  who  had  training  represented  by 
less  than  a  year's  college  work. 
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Beginning  with  certificates  issued  as  of  July  1st,  19  35,  the  Primary  or 
Grammar  Grade  "B"  will  be  the  lowest  grade  issued  to  a  teacher  enter- 
ing the  service  for  the  first  time.  This  certificate  represents  graduation 
from  a  standard  two  year  normal  school  or  credit  for  three  years  college 
work  including  certain  specifications.  Examination  of  Table  XXIX  will 
show  that  in  1921-1922,  78.4%  of  the  white  teachers  had  training  repre- 
sented by  two  years  of  college  work  or  less.  In  19  33-19  34  only  19.2%  of 
the  white  teachers  had  that  little  training.  The  same  table  will  show  that 
in  1921-1922,  96.7%  of  the  Negro  teachers  had  training  represented  by 
two  years  of  college  work  or  less,  while  in  1933-1934  only  48.7%  of  the 
Negro  teachers  had  that  little  training. 

Tables  XXVII  and  XXVIII  show  the  general  training  index  for  the  white 
and  Negro  teachers  covering  the  years  from  1921-1922  to  1933-1934.  In 
this  index  100  represents  the  equivalent  of  a  year's  work  beyond  the  ele- 
mentary school.  For  1933-1934  the  general  index  for  the  training  of 
the  white  teachers  was  728.0.  This  would  represent  3.28  years  college 
work.  For  the  same  year  the  general  training  index  for  the  Negro  teachers 
was  605.5.     This  represents  2.055  years  college  training. 

In-Service  Training 

Examination  of  Table  XXX  shows  the  need  of  emphasizing  for  several 
years  the  program  of  training  teachers  in  service.  This  need  is  still  ap- 
parent but  was  especially  true  in  the  earlier  days  when  the  training  of 
the  teachers  represented  so  little  college  work.  At  first,  in  this  in-service 
training,  teachers  were  required  to  attend  institutes.  In  1919  a  system 
of  county  summer  schools  was  inaugurated  in  an  effort  to  raise  the  gen- 
eral level  of  training.  This  effort  was  appropriate  and  essential  because 
at  that  time  thousands  of  teachers  were  not  even  high  school  graduates. 
Within  three  or  four  years  the  number  of  high  school  graduates  increased 
to  such  an  extent  that  it  was  no  longer  necessary  to  admit  those  to  the 
teaching  profession  who  were  not  at  least  high  school  graduates.  Since 
that  was  true,  there  no  longer  existed  the  need  for  county  summer 
schools  and  so  this  summer  school  for  white  teachers  was  discontinued 
in  1925,  and  for  Negro  teachers  it  was  discontinued  in  19  30. 

At  the  present  time  the  agencies  contributing  to  the  program  of  in- 
service  training  are  the  approved  summer  schools  which  are  conducted  by 
certain  institutions  of  higher  learning  and  the  extension  service  which  a 
few  institutions  provide.  The  extension  work  consists  of  class  teaching 
and  correspondence  study  instruction.  The  tables  which  follow  show  the 
attendance  of  teachers  at  summer  school  and  their  enrollment  in  the 
extension  work.  The  numbers  given  in  these  tables  represent  the  teachers 
whose  credits  were  sent  to  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction  for 
the  purpose  of  having  the  credits  applied  on  certificates.  Table  XXXI 
includes  those  who  were  enrolled  in  extension  class  courses  as  well  as 
those  who  pursued  correspondence  study  instruction.  Included  in  the 
data  for  19  32-19  33  are  716  white  teachers  and  17  Negro  teachers  who 
had  correspondence  work.  In  the  data  for  1933-1934,  there  are  613 
white  teachers  who  pursued  correspondence  study  and  instruction.

Pre-Service  Training 

The  emphasis  at  the  present  time  is  shifting  from  a  program  of  in- 
service  training  to  one  of  pre-service  training.  In  connection  with 
Table  XXIX  it  was  pointed  out  that  for  the  school  year  19  3  3-19  34,  80.2% 
of  the  white  teachers  had  had  training  representing  more  than  two  years 
of  college  work.  For  the  same  year,  51.3%  of  the  Negro  teachers  had 
had  more  than  two  years  college  training.  The  time  has  come  when  the 
basic  and  specific  training  of  teachers  should  be  secured  before  they  are 
inducted  into  service.  The  next  step  in  the  training  of  elementary  teach- 
ers should  be  to  expand  the  two-year  normal  curricula  into  three-year 
curricula  and  have  the  completion  of  these  curricula  the  minimum  require- 
ment for  a  certificate  to  teach  in  the  elementary  schools.  Within  a  very 
few  years  graduation  from  a  standard  four-year  college,  including  the 
necessary  specific  training,  should  be  the  minimum  requirement  for  a 
beginning  teacher  in  the  elementary  schools.     Since  19  31   the  beginning 
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high  school  teacher  has  been  a  graduate  of  a  four-year  college  and  has 
been  certified  to  teach  the  subject  or  subjects  in  which  definite  require- 
ments had  been  made.  The  years  which  lie  immediately  ahead  should 
find  marked  improvement  in  the  specific  and  general  scholarship  quali- 
fications of  the  teachers  and  in  their  skill  and  efficiency  in  the  class  room. 

CURRICULUM  CONSTRUCTION 

The  present  curriculum  program  was  inaugurated  January  1st,  1934. 
It  contemplates  that  courses  of  study  for  both  the  elementary  and  second- 
ary schools  will  be  printed  following  the  school  year  1934-1935.  In  the 
main,  the  efforts,  until  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  1934-1935,  cen- 
tered chiefly  around  acquainting  the  public  with  the  program,  organizing 
the  public  for  participation,  and  preparing  the  teachers  for  intelligent 
participation  this  year  through  special  work  which  was  carried  on  in  the 
summer  schools  of  the  State.  For  summer  school  work  a  bulletin  was 
prepared  entitled  "A  Study  Guide  for  Curriculum  Construction  for  Use 
in  Summer  Schools,  1934."  A  bulletin,  "Suggested  Procedures  for  Cur- 
riculum Construction  and  Course  of  Study  Building,  1934-1935,"  has 
been  prepared  to  direct  teachers  and  the  general  public  in  the  study  of 
the  curriculum  and  in  the  production  of  material.  The  school  year  1934- 
19  35  is  essentially  one  of  production. 

The  program  was  launched  at  a  State-wide  meeting  of  lay  organizations 
en  February  16th,  19  34.  At  that  time  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  delivered  an  address  which  set  forth  some  reasons  for  begin- 
ning the  work.     Among  other  things  he  said: 

"The  world  about  us,  in  its  every  phase  of  activity  and  life,  is  chang- 
ing more  rapidly,  perhaps,  than  ever  before.  Governmental  agencies 
are  being  reconstructed  or  set  aside,  under  the  power  and  influence  of 
the  new  conceptions  of  their  purposes.  The  whole  economic  structure 
of  America  and  of  the  world  is  in  the  process  of  reorganization.  The 
current  and  flow  of  these  changes  are  so  deep  and  swift  that  the  fashion 
and  manner  of  our  lives  are  profoundly  affected.  Men  everywhere  are 
making  up  their  minds  anew  on  every  public  question.  A  standard 
attitude  of  yesterday  is  today  in  the  discard.  This  ferment,  alive  and 
virile,  is  today  in  and  about  the  whole  process  and  plan  of  public  edu- 
cation. If  the  schools  are  to  live  they  must  find  out  how  to  conform  to 
the  exigencies  of  the  occasion.  The  schools  do  not  draw  back;  they 
welcome  inspection.  They  accept  in  good  faith  the  desire  on  the  part 
of  the  people  to  evaluate  them  anew  in  the  light  of  conditions  incident 
to  a  reconstructed  social,  economic,  and  governmental  world. 

"Here  is  a  State  in  which  3,172,000  people  live  on  52,000  square 
miles  of  territory — mountain,  hill,  and  plain.  What  is  our  conception 
of  what  North  Carolina  might  be  in  the  next  quarter  century,  and  what 
her  people  might  become  in  that  time?  What  can  the  schools  do  to 
serve  the  present?  What  place  do  they  have  in  shaping  the  future? 
The  schools  belong  to  the  people.  They  should,  therefore,  be  and  be- 
come a  vital  and  an  integral  part  of  the  life  of  the  State.  They  should 
not  be  separated  and  set  over  against  other  interests.  They  are  a  part 
of  everything.  The  very  richness  of  life,  in  all  its  phases  and  ramifica- 
tions, should  center  in  and  around  the  public  school.  .  .  .  Our 
philosophy  of  education  should  include  the  whole  of  life,  and  not  mere 
segments.  We  are  asking  the  people  to  determine  the  direction  in 
which  the  schools  should  move." 
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Aside  from  the  fundamental  and  philosophical  reasons  which  are  evi- 
dent in  the  quotation  above,  a  very  practical  problem  afforded  a  need  for 
a  consideration  of  the  curriculum  at  this  time.  North  Carolina  does  not 
have  a  printed  document  or  course  of  study  which  includes  the  entire  cur- 
riculum of  the  elementary  school.  In  192  3  the  State  began  the  plan  of 
considering  for  adoption  only  20  per  cent  of  the  elementary  books  in  any 
one  year.  Just  prior  to  that  time  a  course  of  study  had  been  prepared  to 
cover  the  entire  program  of  the  elementary  school.  Almost  without 
exception  the  texts  then  in  use,  and  to  which  reference  is  made  in  that 
course  of  study,  have  been  changed.  In  1930  a  course  of  study  was  pre- 
pared covering  the  subjects  of  reading,  language,  spelling,  citizenship, 
health,  and  elementary  science.  These  two  documents  are  the  ones  now 
available  and  which  are  more  or  less  generally  in  the  hands  of  teachers. 
It  is  obvious  that  a  single  document,  covering  the  entire  elementary  school 
program,  is  needed  if  there  is  to  be  a  common  and  unified  approach  to 
education  in  the  elementary  school. 

In  the  secondary  school  the  situation  is  somewhat  different  as  far  as 
the  present  status  of  the  course  of  study  is  concerned.  In  1930  a  single 
document  covering  all  subjects  was  prepared.  The  important  considera- 
tion here,  however,  is  that  the  entire  program  of  education  on  the  ele- 
mentary and  secondary  level  should  be  studied  simultaneously.  The 
problems  and  needs  of  secondary  education  cannot  be  divorced  from 
those  in  the  elementary  school.  Education  should  be  seen  as  a  continuous 
process  from  childhood  throughout  life. 

With  the  State  organized  for  serious  study  of  the  curriculum  and  with 
the  valuable  material  which  should  be  produced  by  teachers  and  lay  groups 
during  the  year,  courses  of  study  of  a  high  order  should  evolve,  and  an 
understanding  of  the  problems  and  needs  of  education  should  develop 
that  would  give  promise  of  a  new  day  in  the  educational,  social,  economic 
and  spiritual  life  of  North  Carolina. 

SCHOOLHOUSE  BUILDING 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  1932-1933  construction  work  in 
North  Carolina  was  virtually  at  a  standstill.  The  rebuilding  of  an  oc- 
casional burned  school,  with  the  proceeds  of  insurance,  covered  most  of 
the  activity  in  the  school  building  field.  A  few  additional  projects  were 
financed  through  loans  from  the  Literary  Fund. 

In  the  summer  of  1932  the  Federal  Relief  Administration  authorities 
of  the  State  adopted  as  a  policy  cooperation  with  school  officials  in  the 
rehabilitation  and  construction  of  school  plants.  The  aid  was  most  timely. 
The  meager  amounts  of  money  that  could  be  provided  locally  were  used 
to  buy  necessary  materials  to  be  used  in  connection  with  labor  paid  for 
by  the  Relief  Administration. 

In  this  enterprise  sixteen  white  and  thirty-six  colored  schools  were 
erected,  containing  altogether  209  new  classrooms.  Twenty  other  build- 
ings were  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  9  5  classrooms,  making  a  total  of 
30  4  new  classrooms.  These  classrooms  were  erected  at  the  lowest  aver- 
age obtained  in  North  Carolina  in  the  last  fifteen  years.  Some  of  them 
cost  as  little  "as  $250.     The  average  cost  per  classroom  in  these  buildings 
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and  in  the  additions  was  less  than  $500.  Sixty-nine  other  buildings, 
including  gymnasiums,  teachers'  homes,  shops,  county  garages,  lunch 
rooms  and  other  supplementary  buildings  were  erected. 

A  total  of  396  buildings  were  repainted  and  repaired,  and  684  schools 
graded  their  grounds,  planted  shrubbery,  and  beautified  them  generally. 

The  total  expenditure  for  the  above  work,  in  which  1,230  projects  were 
involved,  was  $612,068.72.     The  source  of  the  funds  was  as  follows:

When,  in  the  fall  of  19  33,  the  elements  of  Federal  Relief  were  expanded 
into  and  merged  with  the  Civil  Works  Administration,  the  schools  en- 
thusiastically and  arduously  sought  all  of  the  aid  possible  under  the 
enlarged  program.  A  summary  of  the  work  done  in  cooperation  with  this 
organization  follows:

It  is  impossible  to  trace  with  strict  exactness  the  direct  source  of  all 
funds  provided  locally.  Unexpended  district  balances,  general  county 
funds,  private  contributions  and  Literary  loans  were  the  listed  sources 
of  anticipated  funds  on  the  applications. 

Desiring  to  cooperate  to  the  fullest  extent  in  the  Relief  Work,  and,  at 
the  same  time  to  receive  the  utmost  in  value  for  all  money  expended,  the 
State  Board  of  Education  to  a  large  extent  predicated  the  approval  of 
Literary  Loan  Fund  applications  upon  the  condition  that  the  proceeds 
were  to  be  used  in  connection  with  desirable  Civil  Works  Administration 
projects. 

The  Literary  Fund  was  most  helpful  during  the  first  year  of  the  bien- 
nium  covered  in  this  report.  It  was  almost  the  only  source  of  capital  for 
building  purposes.  From  its  limited  resources,  loans  involving  109 
projects  were  made  to  46  counties. 
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During  the  summer  of  19  33,  the  possibility  of  borrowing  funds  and 
obtaining  grants  from  the  Federal  Public  Works  Administration  for 
schoolhouse  construction  was  investigated  by  the  Department.  The 
approval  of  such  work  was  secured,  and  the  Department  sponsored  and 
assisted  in  the  preparation  of  applications  and  plans  for  school  building 
work  in  forty-one  counties.  Applications  totaling  more  than  $5,000,000 
were  filed,  and  an  amount  slightly  in  excess  of  $3,000,000  was  approved 
for  twenty-two  counties. 

Badly  needed  new  buildings  are  now  under  construction  in  most  of 
these  counties.  Since  approximately  thirty  per  cent  of  the  expenditure 
involved  will  be  donated  by  the  Federal  Government,  the  increased  obliga- 
tions to  the  several  units  in  question  will  be  but  a  little  over  $2,000,000. 

In  the  furtherance  of  building  work  in  cooperation  under  the  above 
agencies,  the  Department  cooperated  in  the  following  ways: 

1.  Relief  Labor:  The  State  Superintendent  and  the  Director  of  School- 
house  Planning  initiated  and  directed  several  of  the  first  undertakings  in 
order  to  demonstrate  the  desirability  and  practicability  of  school  plant 
rehabilitation,  beautification,  and  schoolhouse  construction  to  the  Relief 
authorities.  Information  as  to  the  worthwhileness  of  the  enterprise  was 
widely  distributed  to  the  school  administrators  of  the  State. 

2.  Civil  Works  Administration:  Plans  were  approved  for  the  large 
number  of  Civil  Works  Administration  projects,  and  assistance  was  given 
to  school  administrators  in  preparing  plans  and  applications,  and  in  get- 
ting them  approved  by  the  State  Civil  Works  Administration  authorities. 

3.  Public  Wot'ks  Administration:  The  required  data  for  Public  Works 
Administration  applications  were  prepared  and  distributed  to  county 
superintendents  to  assist  them  in  filing  their  requests  for  loans  and  grants. 
Likewise,  assistance  was  rendered  in  the  preparation  of  plans  for  all 
building  projects.  Sketches  of  these  were  approved  by  the  Department 
for  submission  with  the  applications. 

4.  Literary  Loan  Fund:  Applications  and  plans  in  connection  with  the 
Literary  Loan  Fund  were  carefully  studied,  with  a  view  to  ascertaining 
the  most  urgent  needs  from  a  State-wide  viewpoint,  also  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  only  well-planned  buildings  with  the  greatest  economy  pos- 
sible. 

5.  General:  In  connection  with  all  school  plant  work  done,  all  assist- 
ance possible  was  given  to  the  school  administrators  of  the  State  in  sur- 
vey work,  preparation  of  plans,  and  in  the  selection  of  sites.  A  large 
number  of  stock  plans  for  schoolhouses,  shops  and  gymnasiums  were 
distributed  by  the  Department  where  funds  were  not  available  locally 
with  which  to  employ  architectural  service.  Where  stock  plans  were 
furnished,  as  much  assistance  as  possible  was  given  to  the  supervision  and 
inspection  of  the  construction  work. 
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A  recapitulation  of  the  value  of  the  school  property  since   1900-1901 
through  1932-1933  is  given  below:

SCHOOL  LIBRARIES 

Purpose  of  the  School  Library 

The  place  of  the  library  in  the  school  has  changed  materially  in  the 
past  few  years.  No  longer  is  a  mere  collection  of  books — good,  bad  and 
indifferent — interpreted  as  a  school  library;  no  longer  is  a  collection  of 
books  stored  away  under  lock  and  key  and  open  only  at  infrequent  inter- 
vals interpreted  as  a  school  library.  The  school  library  of  today  must  be 
an  active,  functioning  book  collection  under  the  direction  of  a  sympathetic 
administrator  and  housed  for  frequent  and  satisfying  use.  The  book  col- 
lection must  be  selected  with  the  curriculum  of  the  school,  the  reading 
ability  and  interests  of  the  pupils  in  mind.  The  school  library  has  as  its 
purposes: 

1.  To  serve  as  a  laboratory  and  work  room  for  the  care  and  use  of 
printed  materials  in  the  school. 

2.  To  make  available  at  any  time  during  the  school  day  materials 
needed  by  teachers  and  pupils. 

3.  To  cooperate  with  all  the  departments  of  the  school  in  carrying  out 
the  school  program  by  securing,  organizing,  and  distributing  printed 
materials. 

4.  To  aid  pupils  in  acquiring  valuable  information. 

(1)  By  enriching  the  subject  matter  of  school  courses. 

(2)  By   making   for   accuracy    of   thought   and   knowledge    of    fact 
through  the  frequent  use  of  authoritative  reference  books. 

(3)  By  making  direct  contributions  to  organized  education  by  giv- 
ing lessons  in  the  use  of  books  and  libraries. 

5.  To  develop  in  pupils  a  liking  for  clean,  wholesome  pleasure. 

(1)  By  making  reading  a  habit. 

(2)  By  furnishing  an  outlet  for  intellectual  interests  at  the  time 
they  are  aroused. 

6.  To  aid  pupils  in  acquiring  habits  of  industry  and  good  citizenship. 

(1)  By  utilizing  in-school  time  for  study. 

(2)  By  teaching  and  encouraging  respect  for  community  property 
and  group  privilege. 
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The  Division  of  School  Libraries  has  promoted  a  program  emphasizing 
the  value  of  books  and  their  use  in  relation  to  the  classroom  procedure. 
Considerable  attention  has  been  given  to  evaluating  book  collections  now 
in  the  schools  and  in  offering  help  in  the  selection  of  books  to  meet  the 
informational  and  recreational  needs  of  the  boys  and  girls.  In  this  con- 
nection book  lists  of  various  types  have  been  prepared.  These  include 
an  extensive  general  list  of  books  approved  for  school  libraries,  short  sub- 
ject lists  to  supplement  various  adopted  texts,  and  special  lists  prepared 
for  individual  schools  on  request  of  the  superintendent  or  principal.  The 
number  of  requests  for  this  type  help  indicates  that  it  is  both  needed  and 
welcome. 

Circulation 

The  use  of  the  books  now  in  the  school  libraries  indicates  the  need  and 
appreciation  of  library  books  as  a  part  of  the  school  program.  Library 
reports  received  from  the  schools  show  a  greater  number  of  children 
reading  more  books.  A  comparison  of  circulation  statistics  for  the  three- 
year  period  shows  a  substantial  increase.

A  collection  of  books  unless  used  can  do  nothing  toward  increasing  a 
pupil's  reading  ability,  general  knowledge,  and  cultural  background. 
For  this  reason  especial  emphasis  has  been  given  to  making  the  book 
collection  in  the  schools  easily  available  to  the  pupils. 


Number  of  Volumes 

Regardless  of  the  general  decrease  in  expenditures  for  school  purposes 
it  is  interesting  to  note  from  the  library  reports  that  the  number  of  books 
and  the  average  number  of  books  per  pupil  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as 
well  as  the  circulation  and  circulation  per  pupil,  has  increased.  This  is 
partially  due  to  the  increased  teaching  of  lessons  on  the  use  of  the  library 
with  the  result  that  books  are  better  cared  for  and  more  appreciatively 
used.  The  improved  organization  of  the  book  collection  has  also  in- 
creased the  use  of  the  library.  The  fact  that  in  a  larger  number  of  schools 
the  books  have  been  kept  mended  has  improved  their  usefulness  and  de- 
creased the  yearly  loss.  Statistics  here  included  are  taken  from  library 
reports  received  in  the  Division  of  School  Libraries  and  do  not  include 
County  collections  issued  as  circulating  libraries,  nor  do  they  include 
figures  from  all  schools  in  the  State  as  only  larger  schools  and  accredited 
schools  are  required  to  submit  library  reports.

The  annual  statistical  reports  from  county  and  city  superintendents  do 
not  show  so  satisfactory  a  situation.  The  large  enrollment  in  the  many 
one  and  two  teacher  schools,  both  white  and  colored,  tend  to  bring  down 
considerably  the  average  number  of  books  per  pupil  for  those  enrolled  in 
all  the  schools  of  the  State.

Expenditures 

Comparative  figures  of  expeditures  for  the  same  period  will  show  the 
decrease  in  funds  available  during  the  first  three  years  and  the  marked 
effort  expended  the  last  two  years  to  provide  much  needed  books  and 
supplies  for  the  school  library.  It  is  of  especial  interest  to  know  that  the 
distribution  of  State  aid  to  school  libraries  has  been  changed  within  the 
time  indicated  in  the  table  to  follow.  The  matching  fund  of  long  stand- 
ing in  North  Carolina  was  replaced  in  19  31  by  a  fund  to  be  distributed  to 
the  counties  on  the  basis  of  4c.  per  pupil  in  average  daily  attendance 
during  the  preceding  year.  This  allotment  was  available  during  the  two 
years  1931-1932  and  1932-1933.  The  fund  for  1933-1934  was  2c.  per 
pupil  in  average  daily  attendance.

Librarians 

If  the  funds  for  school  libraries  are  to  be  well  spent  as  to  book  selec- 
tion, usefulness  and  economy,  persons  trained  in  library  technique  and 
school  curriculum  must  be  available  in  the  schools.  Many  of  the  larger 
schools  are  employing  school  librarians  who  give  full  time  to  the  school 
library.  Other  schools  have  employed  at  least  one  teacher  who  has  had 
some  library  training  to  act  as  teacher-librarian  during  a  part  of  the 
school  day.  A  larger  number  have  a  teacher  with  some  library  training 
whose  duty  in  connection  with  the  library  is  extra-curricula.  Figures  for 
19  32-19  34  indicate  that  the  library  training  of  the  teacher-librarian  con- 
sisted of  two  or  more  courses  in  library  technique.  This  distinction  was 
not  made  in  the  preceding  years.

Objectives  of  Division  of  School  Libraries 

During  the  past  four  years  a  Division  of  School  Libraries  in  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Instruction  has  been  supported  by  funds  contributed 
by  the  General  Education  Board,  which  is  a  philanthropic  agency  financed 
by  the  Rockefeller  Foundation.  A  similar  program  has  been  carried  on 
in  several  Southern  states  through  the  generosity  of  this  Board.  The 
program  for  North  Carolina  has  centered  about  the  following  objectives: 

1.    To  cooperate  with  the  classroom  work  in  the  schools. 

(1)  By   making   recommendations   for   books   of   designated   grade 
level  for  use  in  teaching  designated  subjects. 

(2)  By  working  with  teachers  on  reading  guidance,  especially  as 
it  relates  to  improving  ability  to  read. 

(3)  By  preparing  suggested  outlines   (or  course  of  study)   for  les- 
sons on  how  to  use  books  and  libraries. 
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(4)  By  checking  libraries  of  schools,  elementary  and  high,  for  ac- 
creditation in  connection  with  State  Standards. 

(5)  By  talking  at  teachers  meetings. 

(6)  By  giving  radio  talks  on  children's  reading  and  literature. 

2.  To  make  book  selection  lists  for  schools. 

(1)  By  examining  books  from  publishers. 

(2)  By  preparing  the  list  of  school  library  books  approved  by  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

(3)  By    preparing   short    book    lists    to    meet   special    purposes    in 
schools:  e.  g.  geography  list  for  the  fifth  grade. 

(4)  By  selecting,  on  request,  books  to  supplement  present  book  col- 
lection for  a  given  school's  purchase. 

(5)  By  preparing  recommendations  for  lists  of  magazines,  sets  of 
books,  etc. 

3.  To  work  in  schools — field  work 

(1)  By  checking  the  school  libraries  and  making  suggestions  and 
recommendations. 

(2)  By  proposing  and  directing  school  library  activities. 

(3)  By  proposing  and  assisting  in  improving  the  room  arrangement 
and  use. 

(4)  By  giving  demonstrations  of  book  mending  and  library  organi- 
zation and  by  assisting  with  these. 

One  school  last  year  reported  that  books  which  would  cost 
about  $27  5.00  to  replace  were  put  in  good  condition  with  about 
$50.00  worth  of  mending  materials  following  such  instruction. 

4.  To  give  advisory  service  to  school  libraries 

(1)  By  preparing  bulletins   and   exhibits   for  vitalizing  the   school 
work. 

(2)  By  giving  recommendations  for  trained  teacher-librarians. 

(3)  By  answering  questions  relative  to  expenditures  for  books. 

(4)  By  suggesting  means  of  meeting  requirements  for  accreditation. 

5.  To  assist,  when  requested,  in  planning  library  rooms  and  equipment 

(1)  By  drawing  floor  plans  for  furniture  arrangement. 

(2)  By  recommending  kind,  type,  cost,  etc.,  of  equipment. 

(3)  By  developing  library  corners  in  classrooms. 

(4)  By  supplying  specifications  and  drawings  for  carpenter's  use. 

6.  To  work  with  colleges  in  connection  with  training  of  librarians 

(1)  By   outlining  courses  to  be  offered  on  how  to  learn  and  use 

the  library  and  library  materials  in  teaching. 

(2)  By    suggesting    difficulties    met    by    school    librarians    so    that 
courses  may  alleviate  many  of  these. 

(3)  By   assisting   in   placing   trained   teacher-librarians  in   schools. 

NEGRO  EDUCATION 

The  effort  to  provide  at  public  expense  an  adequate  educational  oppor- 
tunity for  the  Negro  race  is  assumed  by  North  Carolina  as  a  part  of  its 
definite  educational  program.  The  State's  effort  in  this  field  is  beginning 
to  show  worth  while  results.  It  is  producing  a  better  understanding  be- 
tween the  races.  While  the  opportunity  in  many  parts  of  the  State  is  still 
very  meager,  the  Negroes  have  been  very  patient,  because  they  believe 
that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  State  and  the  counties  and  local  communities 
to  continue  to  improve  the  schools  for  their  children.  The  detailed  state- 
ments which  follow  warrant  in  large  measure  this  increasing  faith  of  the 
Negro  people  in  their  State  and  in  the  local  communities  where  they  live. 
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Enrollment  by  Grades 

Although  the  enrollment  in  the  lower  grades  still  shows  rather  high 
percentages,  there  are  some  indications  that  more  children  are  being  ad- 
vanced in  their  school  standing.  This  is  particularly  true  of  the  enroll- 
ment in  the  seventh  grade  and  the  high  school.  With  better  trained 
teachers,  more  adequate  housing  facilities  and  longer  school  terms  the 
congestion  in  the  lower  grades  will  rapidly  disappear.

High  Schools  for  Negroes 

The  number  of  public  accredited  high  schools  for  Negroes  in  North 
Carolina  has  passed  the  100  mark.  Some  idea  of  the  extent  and  distribu- 
tion of  high  school  facilities  can  be  given  by  the  number  of  counties  in 
which  one  or  more  public  schools  are  provided. 

At  least  one  four-year  public  accredited  high  school  is  provided  in  each 
one  of  69  of  the  100  counties  of  the  State.  In  two  others  free  tuition 
is  provided  in  private  accredited  schools.  In  each  of  9  of  the  remaining 
29  at  least  one  school  is  almost  ready  for  the  standard  rating;  in  18  the 
Negro  school  population  is  too  small  to  support  a  four-year  accredited 
school;  and  in  two  no  beginning  has  been  made  in  providing  high  school 
facilities. 

This  means  that  Negro  children  in  71  counties  have  one  or  more 
accredited  high  schools  available  within  the  county  where  they  reside. 
Nine  other  counties  will  soon  join  the  first  group,  and  six  provide  from 
one  to  three  years  of  high  school  education  which  is  recognized  by  the 
State;  twelve  cannot  economically  offer  any  high  school  courses,  and  two 
have  made  no  steps  toward  providing  such  facilities. 

There  were  151  public  high  schools  in  1934,  106  of  which  were  ac- 
credited. The  total  enrollment  in  the  same  year  was  23,747  with  21,428 
of  this  number  in  accredited  schools.  One  thousand  sixty-three  pupils 
are  not  included  in  this  total  because  they  attended  schools  whose  average 
daily  attendance  did  not  justify  the  employment  of  one  full-time  high 
school  teacher. 

Girls  comprise  61  per  cent  of  the  total  enrollment  and  64  per  cent  of 
the  total  of  2,790  graduates  for  19  34. 
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The  per  cent  of  high  school  enrollment  in  the  total  enrollment  was  4.2 
in  1927;  6.5  in  1931,  and  8.8  in  1934. 

Transportation  is  a  very  recent  development.  It  is  making  possible 
larger  high  schools,  better  facilities,  and  is  helping  to  solve  the  problem 
of  accessibility.  At  present  22  6  busses  transport  Negro  school  children 
in  54  counties  in  North  Carolina. 

Institutions  of  Higher  Learning 

The  State  now  operates  five  institutions  which  give  their  main  em- 
phasis to  the  training  of  teachers.  The  Elizabeth  City  Normal  School,  the 
Fayetteville  Normal  School  and  the  Winston-Salem  Teachers  College 
give  their  entire  attention  to  the  training  of  teachers  for  the  elementary 
schools,  except  that,  at  the  latter,  courses  are  offered  for  the  training  of 
home  economics  teachers.  The  Agricultural  and  Technical  College  at 
Greensboro  and  the  North  Carolina  College  for  Negroes  at  Durham  give 
their  special  emphasis  to  the  training  of  teachers  for  the  secondary 
schools.  All  of  these  institutions  give  their  full  time  to  courses  on  the 
collegiate  level. 

For  ten  years  (1921-19  31)  the  State  gave  support  to  the  departments 
of  education  in  certain  private  schools.  At  the  beginning  of  this  period 
practically  all  of  the  teachers  for  the  high  schools  were  being  trained  at 
these  private  schools.  Likewise  a  large  number  of  our  teachers  working 
in  the  elementary  schools  came  out  of  these  private  schools.  Although 
during  the  past  four  years  the  State  has  given  no  financial  support  to 
these  schools,  there  is  still  that  loyal  spirit  and  co-operative  relationship 
which  has  always  characterized  their  attitude  toward  public  education.

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Status  of  Teachers 

In  1919-1920  about  two-thirds  of  the  teachers  had  training  below  high 
school  graduation.  During  the  school  year  19  31-19  32  only  about  thirteen 
per  cent  of  the  teachers  belonged  to  this  group.  Less  than  one-fifth  of 
the  teachers  employed  in  1924-1925  had  training  equivalent  to  two  or 
more  years  of  college.  In  19  33-19  34  about  two-thirds  of  the  teachers 
employed  had  two  or  more  years  of  college  training.

Contributions  by  Philanthropic  Agencies 

1.  Julius  Rosenwald  Fund:  Up  to  July  1,  1932,  the  Julius  Rosenwald  Fund 
aided  on  the  construction  of  813  school  buildings  in  North  Carolina.  The 
contributions  on  these  projects  were  as  follows:  Negroes,  $666,736; 
whites,  $75,140;  public,  $3,707,740;  Rosenwald  Fund,  $717,426.  This 
Fund  also  gave  $7,808.64  on  175  libraries  which  cost  $23,425.92.  On  the 
purchase  and  operation  of  69  busses,  costing  $100,955,  North  Carolina 
received  $35,335  from  this  source.  For  both  public  and  private  educa- 
tional enterprises  this  Fund  has  given  North  Carolina  slightly  more  than 
$1,000,000. 

2.  Jeanes  Fund:  Since  the  beginning  of  the  work  in  1908  the  Jeanes  Fund 
has  contributed  $220,587.68  to  the  salaries  of  Jeanes  supervisors  in 
North  Carolina.  During  the  school  year  19  33-1934  forty-four  super- 
visors were  employed  to  do  work  in  forty-three  counties.  During  the 
year  19  3  3-19  34  the  Negroes  in  these  counties  have  raised  funds  for 
buildings,  lengthening  of  terms,  equipment  and  improvements  of  all 
kinds,  in  the  amount  of  $28,109.10,  which  is  approximately  $7,197.10 
more  than  the  State  spent  for  the  support  of  Jeanes  supervisors. 

3.  Slater  Fund:  For  salaries  of  teachers  and  for  equipment  in  county 
training  and  other  high  schools  the  Slater  Fund  has  contributed  $194,705. 
Up  to  July  1,  1932,  this  same  agency  has  given  $148,700  for  the  develop- 
ment of  private  institutions  in  this  State. 

4.  General  Education  Board:  The  General  Education  Board  has  given  more 
than   $1,000,000   to  public  and  private  school   enterprises  in  this  State. 
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Recently  this  Foundation  and  the  Julius  Rosenwald  Fund  gave  $65,000  on 
building  and  equipping  a  Practice  School  and  Dormitory  at  the  Fayette- 
ville  State  Normal  School.  On  these  two  projects  the  State  spent  $50,000. 
The  town  of  Fayetteville  gave  $20,000  on  the  Practice  School. 

Throughout  the  period  of  the  existence  of  the  Division  of  Negro  Educa- 
tion in  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  the  General  Education  Board 
has  contributed  the  entire  salary  and  expenses  of  one  member,  and  part 
salary  and  expenses  of  other  members  of  the  Division  at  different  times. 
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CHAPTER  III 


VOCATIONAL  EDUCATION 

GENERAL  PURPOSES 

1.  Place  of  Vocational  Education.  The  program  for  vocational  education 
is  carried  on  as  a  part  of  the  State  public  school  system  as  required  by 
the  Smith-Hughes  and  George-Ellzey  acts  of  Congress  making  provision 
for  this  work. 

2.  Purpose.  The  objectives  of  the  program  for  vocational  education 
are  to  broaden  the  offerings  of  the  public  schools  so  as  to  supplement  the 
instruction  in  the  fundamental  subjects  such  as  English,  mathematics, 
history  and  science,  with  instruction  along  practical  lines,  in  order  that 
the  students  leaving  high  school  may  be  prepared  to  earn  a  living  in  a 
definite  vocation,  and  to  give  instruction  to  adults,  during  their  leisure 
hours,  which  will  supplement  their  daily  employment. 

3.  What  Subjects  Are  Taught.  The  Smith-Hughes  and  George-Ellzey 
acts  of  Congress  make  provision  for  giving  instruction  of  less  than  college 
grade  in  agriculture,  homemaking  and  trade  and  industrial  fields. 

4.  For  AVhom  Intended.  This  instruction  is  designed  to  meet  the  needs 
of  persons,  fourteen  years  of  age  and  older,  who  are  preparing  to  enter 
or  who  have  already  entered  upon  the  vocation  or  occupation  of  their 
choice. 

Quotation  from  the  Law — Section  10:  "  .  .  .  That  the  controlling 
purpose  of  such  education  shall  be  to  fit  for  useful  employment;  that  such 
education  shall  be  of  less  than  college  grade  and  be  designed  to  meet  the 
needs  of  persons  over  fourteen  years  of  age  who  have  entered  upon  or 
who  are  preparing  to  enter  upon  the  work  of  the  farm  or  of  the  farm  home 
or  of  the  trade  and  industrial  pursuit." 

The  vocational  program  in  North  Carolina  is  organized  as  a  part  of  the 
public  school  system  as  required  by  the  Federal  laws.  Instruction  is 
offered  through  the  high  schools  in  agriculture,  homemaking  and  trade 
and  industrial  education  to  students  fourteen  years  of  age  and  older.  An 
equally  important  phase  of  the  program  is  the  evening  class  work  carried 
on  in  connection  with  the  public  high  school  for  adult  men  and  women 
through  definitely  organized  classes.  This  organized  class  work  around 
the  school  as  a  community  center  is  reaching  approximately  as  many  adults 
with  organized  instruction  in  agriculture  and  home  economics  as  the  day 
school  program  is  reaching  boys  and  girls.  In  trade  and  industrial  work 
the  program  is  confined  very  largely  to  technical  instruction  for  adults 
through  evening  classes. 

5.  Who  Does  the  Teaching.  Specially  trained  teachers  of  agriculture, 
homemaking  and  trades  and  industries  are  employed  as  members  of  the 
high  school  faculty  through  a  cooperative  arrangement  between  the  Fed- 
eral government,  the  State  government  and  the  local  community.  These 
teachers,  who  are  employed  for  longer  terms  than  academic  teachers,  give 
their  time  to  teaching  boys  and  girls  in  the  high  schools  who  elect  the  work, 
to  following  the  boys  and  girls  to  their  farms,  homes  and  to  the  industries 
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to  see  that  they  apply  the  instruction  to  the  doing  of  the  jobs,  and  to  super- 
vising their  work  on  the  home  project.  They  also  teach  classes  of  farmers, 
homemakers  and  tradesmen  who  assemble  for  organized  instruction  in 
the  evening  or  afternoon.  Thus  it  is  seen  that  these  teachers  of  vocational 
subjects  are  required  to  do  a  great  deal  more  than  teaching  their  classes 
in  high  school. 

In  the  trade  and  industrial  field  the  teachers  are  largely  recruited  from 
industry  and  are  given  definite  teacher  training  work  in  order  to  enable 
them  to  organize  their  subject  matter  into  teaching  units.  Actual  trades- 
men are  used  as  teachers  and  are  selected  in  cooperation  with  the  manage- 
ment of  the  industry  concerned. 

6.  Sources  of  Instructional  Material.  In  addition  to  the  textbooks,  the 
teachers  use  freely  supplementary  books,  bulletins  of  the  Federal  and 
State  departments,  and  other  valuable  publications.  In  agriculture  they 
rely  largely  upon  the  results  of  research  carried  on  by  the  State  Experiment 
Station  and  the  Federal  departments  in  Washington.  In  home  economics 
education  the  text  and  reference  books  are  supplemented  by  materials 
provided  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  Bureau  of  Home  Eco- 
nomics, the  Children's  Bureau,  the  State  Department  of  Home  Economics 
Education  and  teacher  training  institutions.  In  trades  and  industries  the 
material  is  worked  out  by  careful  trade  analysis  of  the  subjects  for  which 
the  students  are  being  trained. 

RESULTS  OF  THE  WORK 

The  adding  of  vocational  subjects  to  the  public  school  offerings  has  had 
the  following  results: 

a.  In  many  communities  it  has  greatly  increased  the  popularity  of  the 
public  school  program  among  the  masses,  making  them  feel  that  the  school 
is  teaching  something  of  practical  value. 

b.  It  has  kept  in  school  boys  and  girls,  who  were  not  particularly  in- 
terested in  academic  subjects,  until  they  graduated.  Statistical  informa- 
tion has  proven  that  adding  vocational  subjects  greatly  increases  the 
holding  power  of  the  school. 

c.  It  has  accentuated  the  movement  for  making  the  rural  consolidated 
school  the  actual  community  center.  These  vocational  teachers,  employed 
to  serve  in  the  patronage  area  of  the  school  and  employed  on  a  ten  or 
twelve  month  basis,  are  constantly  available  for  rendering  service  to  the 
patrons  of  the  school  district. 

The  assembling  of  the  men  and  women  at  the  school  building  for  evening 
class  instruction,  the  exhibits  of  products  produced  by  the  students  in 
vocational  classes,  the  community  fairs  and  other  gatherings  have  tied  the 
community  to  the  school  as  never  before. 

d.  It  has  lightened  the  tax  burden  of  the  community  by  increasing  the 
earning  power  of  the  patrons  and  by  teaching  better  home  management 
methods  to  the  women.  It  is  .quite  generally  accepted  that  the  farm  prac- 
tices in  the  communities  served  by  these  teachers  of  agriculture  have  been 
greatly  improved  and  that  the  living  conditions  in  the  homes  of  the  com- 
munities served  by  teachers  of  home  economics  have  improved  greatly. 
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A  member  of  the  county  board  of  education  in  one  North  Carolina  county 
made  the  voluntary  statement  that  in  a  rural  school  district  in  his  county 
where  a  teacher  of  agriculture  was  located  the  increased  income  of  the 
farmers  of  the  school  district,  directly  traceable  to  the  activities  of  the 
teacher  of  agriculture,  was  more  than  the  total  cost  of  running  the  school, 
including  interest  on  bonds.  This  work  has  added  to  the  many  values  of 
public  education  and  economic  value.  Persons  enrolled  in  vocational  agri- 
culture last  year  made  a  return  of  $837,906.32  on  their  home  practice 
work.     This  was  more  than  double  the  cost  of  the  instruction. 

The  president  of  one  of  the  largest  industries  in  the  State  where  around 
twenty  classes  have  been  conducted  annually  for  the  past  fifteen  yars,  in 
speaking  of  the  evening  textile  school  said:  "We  find  these  classes  invalu- 
able as  a  source  of  recruiting  for  positions  such  as  section  hands,  second 
hands  and  overseers  in  our  mills."  One  of  his  superintendents  added: 
"We  do  not  have  to  go  outside  of  our  organization  any  more  to  get  trained 
men  but  go  to  the  night  school  records  and  promote  those  who  are  most 
advanced." 

e.  In  1933-1934  this  new  phase  of  teaching  carried  on  by  the  public 
school  system,  through  organized  class  instruction  by  which  the  students 
in  day  schools  are  met  daily,  and  those  in  the  evening  classes  one  or  more 
times  a  week,  has  provided  practical  vocational  instruction  for  the  people 
of  North  Carolina  as  follows: 

(1)  In  agriculture  of  less  than  college  grade  207  teachers  in  223  schools 
in  69  counties  gave  class  instruction  and  supervised  the  practical  work  of 
14,364  boys  and  men.

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VOCATIONAL.  REHABILITATION 

1.  Place.  Vocational  Rehabilitation  is  also  a  part  of  the  State  program 
of  public  education  carried  on  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Smith-Sears  Act  of  Congress. 

2.  Purpose.  The  objective  of  Vocational  Rehabilitation  is  to  prepare 
children  and  adults,  who  are  so  physically  handicapped  that  they  cannot 
compete  at  common  labor  with  able-bodied  persons,  so  that  they  may  be- 
come self-supporting  and  useful  citizens. 

3.  For  Whom  Intended.  Vocational  Rehabilitation  services  are  avail- 
able to  boys  and  girls  over  16  years  of  age,  and  to  men  and  women  who 
have  been  crippled  from  birth,  injured  in  industry,  in  the  home  or  on  the 
street,  or  incapacitated  by  disease. 

4.  Services  Offered. 

a.  Vocational  Guidance.  A  careful  case  study  is  made  of  each  appli- 
cant to  determine  his  particular  rehabilitation  needs  and  to  direct  him 
into  a  suitable  vocation. 

b.  Orthopaedic  Treatment  for  Indigent  Cases.  A  state-wide  system  of 
orthopaedic  clinics  is  maintained  for  the  free  examination  and  treatment 
of  indigent  cripples.  Hundreds  of  crippled  children  and  adults  are  ex- 
amined and  treated  in  these  clinics,  which  are  held  monthly.  Many  school 
children  with  minor  deformities,  such  as  bad  posture  are  examined  and 
given  correctional  exercises. 

c.  Prosthetic  Appliances.  Aid  in  securing  artificial  appliances,  such  as 
braces  and  artificial  limbs,  is  offered  to  cripples  receiving  vocational 
training. 

d.  Vocational  Training.  Training  in  a  great  variety  of  trades  is  given 
in  shops,  mills,  and  factories,  as  well  as  in  vocational  schools.  Com- 
mercial training  is  provided  in  business  colleges,  while  professional  and 
technical  training  is  given  in  standard  colleges. 

e.  Employment.  On  the  completion  of  training,  aid  is  given  in  securing 
suitable  employment.

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COST  OF  THE  PROGRAM  FOR  THE  YEAR  1933-1934 

Vocational  education  is  one  phase  of  the  program  of  public  education 
conducted  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction  in  which  approxi- 
mately one-half  the  cost  is  borne  by  Federal  appropriation.  The  other 
half  is  borne  by  the  State  and  local  communities,  the  State  bearing  the 
smaller  portion.  The  funds  from  both  the  State  and  Federal  governments 
were  reduced  during  this  period.

INSTRUCTIONAL  SERVICE 

These  two  tables  give  by  race  for  the  county  and  city  school  systems 
of  the  State  during  1933-1934:  the  salaries  paid  teachers  in  elementary 
schools,  salaries  paid  teachers  in  high  schools,  salaries  paid  principals  and 
supervisors,  the  cost  of  supplies,  of  vocational  education  and  of  all  other 
items  of  instructional  service.  Table  VII  is  devoted  to  the  cost  of  instruc- 
tion in  elementary  schools;  Table  VIII  gives  information  as  to  instructional 
costs  in  high  schools. 

The  summary  of  the  two  tables  shows  salaries  of  teachers  and  prin- 
cipals reduced  to  an  average  annual  basis.  The  procedure  was  division  of 
expenditures  for  salaries,  as  shown  in  these  tables,  by  the  personnel  em- 
ployed, as  set  forth  in  Table  X  of  Section  I.  Since  the  salaries  of  teachers 
of  vocational  education  are  coded  under  626,  these  teachers  were  deducted 
before  the  calculations  as  to  average  salaries  were  made.
